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CIVIL DEFENSE: TRAINING AND RELATED ACTIVITIES 
In Krasnaya Sloboda, Ukraiuien SSR

(Text) Our kolkhoz bears the name of Vladimir Tl'ich Lenin. On the central 
farmstead is a museum which tells about the history of the farm's birth and 
ite further development. 


The year was 1922. The "“Muravishehe" and “Chervonyy partizan" communes ap- 
peared in the villages of Krasnaya Sloboda and “%magaylovka on the 
Cherkasshchina Later, the "Proletariy" and "imen! Petrovskogo” agriculcural 
artels were created on this base at the time of collectivization. 





The year was 1959. In these localities, in connection with the construction 
of the Kremenchugskaya GES and the formation of the reservoir the named popu- 
lated places vere partially displaced to a new place and they merged into one 
village--Krasnaye Sloboda. The arte’s were also combined into the kolkhoz 
"imeni V. I. Lenin.” 


In implementing the Lenin behests, the labor collective of this farm continu- 
ously gained strength. It was led for many years by Hero of Socialist Labor 
A. Suprur. The kolkhoz attained high positions in economic, social, and 
cultural development. It is equipped with more than 30 tractors and 54 
wheeled vehicles. Of the 2,755 hectares of agricultural lands, more than 
1,000 are occupied by irrigated fields. There are three libraries, two 
kindergartens, a House of Culture, hospital, and 10 stores in the village. 


The following figures tell how well off the kolkhoz workers are. There 
are 320 light vehicles and 700 motorcycles for their personal use. All 
houses have television sets. 


Aleksandr Makarovich is nowon « well-deserved rest. V. Man'ko, a represen- 
tative of the younger generation, has received the baton from him. 





In following the beheste of V. I. Lenin, along with production matters our 
collective is devoting much ettention to mase-defense work and military- 
patriotic indoctrination, 


During the past year the kolkhoz workers, completing the study of the program 
on the general mandatory minimum, passed the standards. Tactical-special les- 
sons and exercises were conducted with paramilitary formations. Staff 
Grille and a command-post exercise helped to work out problems of control in 
& good manner. And then, to sum it up, a combined installation exercise was 
conducted in which the entire labor collective and the population of 
Krasnaya Sloboda participated actively. 


The attex,*t was made to link the lessons and exercises with economic matters. 
Here, for example, is how a practical lesson was conducted with the personnel 
of the plant protection team on the subject, "The conduct of measures in the 
kolkhoz to decontaminate sowings.” Working out directly in the field such 
problems as the organization of the reconnaissance of contaminated hot spots 
and the procedure for the sampling the soil and contaminated plants the 
trainees, under the direction of agrochemist A. Rekun, set up a site for the 
preparation of toxic chemical solutions and they charged the sprayers. A 
considerable area where tomatoes and other agricultural crops are raised was 
treated. The men of this formation received good skills and brought benefit 
to the farn. 


The same practical methods were used to study the subject, "Rendering 
veterinary assistance to agricultural animals," with the men of the animal 
protection team, The lesson leader, Chief Veterinarian M. Lonskaya, organiz- 
ed veterinarian treatment. 


Now all of our kolkhoz workers are convinced that the accomplishment of civil 
defense obligations not only permits them to prepare for protection against 
contemporary weapons, but is also useful for the farn. 


The high conscientiousness of our people and their active participation in 
civil defense measures are the result of effective political-indoctrination- 
al work in the course of lessons and exercises. We are assisted in this by 
veterans of the war and labor, especially by the former chairman, Comrade 
Suprun. Hero of Socialist Labor N. Prikhno, a deputy to the USSR Supreme 
Soviet, is an active participant and organizer of mass-defense work. On his 
initiative, socialist competition was initiated among the young machine 
operators in honor of V. I. Lenin's 110th birthday. As a good teacher, he 
generously transmits his wealth of experience to the young people. 


Along with labor gifts, the kolkhoz collective decided to mark the Lenin 
anniversary with new successes in mass-defense and military-patriotic work. 
This is, first of all, active participation in the all-union monthly campaign. 
Meetings between the youth ond veterans of the Great Patriotic War, the mass 
passing of the standards of the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense) complex, 








and competitions on applied military types of aport are taking place. Tne 
young kolkhoz predraftees, working in sections of DOSAAF primary organize 
tions, committed themselves to master specialties by the Lenin days and to 
prepare themselves properly for service in the Soviet Army.

[Text] In the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On further improvement 
in ideological and political-indoctrinational work," special attertion is 
devoted to work at the place of residence. Civil defense propagenda among 
the nonworking population was also conducted earlier; however, now a broad- 
er scope and directionare attached to it. Are there the real forces to ac- 
complish this task’? I believe so. 


Let us take Zaporozhskaya oblast as an example. A big oblast section for 
civil defense propaganda is found there. Sections are working actively in 
Melitopol’, Berdyansk, and Tokmak. In addition, lecture groups are function- 
ing in many rayons of the Zaporozh'ye and the rural rayons of the oblast. 

At big plants such as “Zaporozhstel'" and the transformer and automobile 
plants they have created their own lecture groups. 


Lectures and reports have been given in the residential sectors of the enter- 
prises from the beginning of the truining year and talks are being conducted 
on civil defense subjects. In this regard, the number of students increases 
with each new arrival of CD [civil defense) propagandists. The propagan- 
dists meet with pensioners and housewives and explain to them the Lenin be- 
hests on the defense of the socialist fatherland, the decisions of the 25th 
CPSU Congress, and the provisions of the Soviet constitution on strengthen- 
ing the country's defensive capability. They disclose the goals and tasks 
of civil defense and its humane character. They convince the people of the 
necessity to master methods of protection against contemporary weapons and 
to acquire the practical skills for this. 


Recently, in exchanging opinions on the organization of lessons with the non- 
working population, one of the staff personnel told about a meeting with a 
pensioner from the Babushkinskiy rayon of Dnepropetrovsk, Ivan Stepanovich 
Bozhenko, a hereditary steel founder. 


“Here, they teach us how to protect ourselves against the atomic bomb,” 

Ivan Stepanovich told him. "It seemed that this science was of no use to us, 
we had lived our lives. But then we were convinced that we also need it: 
many have to care for children and grandchildren and are worried about 
them....”

That ie ite-they are worried, Therefore, each mother, grandmother, and 
grandfather must know and be able to give a child necessary assistance and 
protect his life. 


The experience of many ZhEK's [housing and housing-maintenance section) of 
the hero city of Sevastopol’ deserves attention. Here, the leaders of the 
training groups are active propagandists. Each lessor is imbued with a 

lofty party spirit. For it is not only a matter of teach.ng people to use 
the gasmask, make cotton gauze bandeges, or operate on warning signals, it is 
important that they understand why they need this knowledge and ability. 


Take ZhEK No 1. Its civil defense chief, A. Sokolova, is energetic and real- 
izes her responsibility for the training of the residents for defense a- 
gainst weapons of mass destruction. On her request, the party organization 
allotted training group leaders and propagandists. Their collective is 
headed by A. Pevzner, a communist and reserve officer. Among the CD propa- 
gandists ore CPSU members Engineer K. Nosov, reserve officer I. Golovko, 
pensioner and shelter servicing unit commander F. Kocherin, and others. The 
ZhEK has a well-equipped classroom, gas masks, radiation and chemical recon- 
naissance instruments, posters, and diagrams. Civil defense corners have 
been created in many houses. In coming to the lessons, the pensioners and 
housewives receive not only special knowledge, but also the answers to many 
questions which interest and worry them and they express their opinions. 
Such frank, confidential talks create a healthy situation and increase the 
sense of collective responsibility for preparation for defense against 
weapons of mass destruction. 


Let us refer again to an example of the organization of civil defense propa- 
ganda with ZhEK No 2 of the same city. Here, too, the CD chief,K. Dudarev, 
and the secretary of the party bureau, ). Dubovikov, work in close contact. 
The party organization allocated nine of the best propagandists, was con- 
cerned about their training at CD courses, and they are now conducting work 
among the residents of the houses. The majority of them are reserve offi- 
cers and participants in the Great Patriotic War whose word is ponderable and 
effective. Deserved respect is enjoyed by B. Pashkov, V. Anisimov, and K. 
Bobeyko. The highest attendance rate at lessons and talks is on their sec- 
tors. People willingly go so see the motion pictures or simply to meet with 
the propagandist and have a heart-to-heart talk with him. 


Most typical in the CD propaganda in these ZhFK'Sisthe fact that here they do 
not rely only on the force of words but reinforce it in an organized manner 
and attain good results in the training of people. Training in combination 
with propaganda equips the population with knowledge and ability. 


If today you learned to take cover in a shelter, then for tomorrow they 
propose that you see a film on this subject. If the discussion concerns as- 
sisting yourself and a victim a physician is invited whose advice, perhaps, 
must also be used in ordinary life. 











To attract the nonworking population t. civil defense measures means to in- 
terest them first o° all. The propa’ andists remind the residents of those 
innumerable lossce and the destruetion which the last war caused the hero 
city and they tell them about the heroism of the personnel Of the local air 
defense. Connecting history with contemporaneity helps to convince ‘e peo- 
ple that carelessness in the matter of defense against weapons of mass de- 
struction is impermissible. 


The generalization and introduction of leading civil defense experience have 
great significance. Thus, %n the base of one of the housing administrations 
of Ordzhonikidzevskiy rayon, city of Khar'kov, which is led by T. Mokh, CD 
leader personnel were shown how to organize the training of the nonworking 
population and present propaganda. The activity of this administration is 
remarkable in that here the training groups were staffed and training sites 
were equinped in good time. Leaders of the lessons, who underwent special 
training at courses, were appointed from among the supervisory personnel of 
the housing administration. Shelters, training grounds, and full-scale sec- 
tors were assigned to each ZhEK for the pra.tical working out of standards. 
Film strips, posters, and diagrams are used on the lessons. Now the ex; eri- 
ence of the Ordzhonikidzevskiy rayon is being widely introduced in other 
sities and rayons of the Ukraine. 


We understand that the success in propagandizing civil defense at the place 
of residence depends entirely on the theoretical and methodological level of propa- 
ganda personnel and on their training and attention on the part of party 
committees and CD staffs. We have now posed the problem as follows: super- 
visory personnel of CD staffs at all levels must give lectures and reports 
on civil defense questions to the population at the place of residence. At 
party election meetings of many CD staffs, the communists admitted that they 
still participate poorly in propagandizing civil defense at the place of re- 
sidence. The decisions which were adopted pointed out that the communists 
are obliged to participate in this work. By the way, in the Ukraine we have 
many examples where CD chiefs of staff appear before the nonworking popula- 
tion. 


We cannot fail to speak well of the comrades who conduct daily work on 
military-patriotic indoctrination and the propagandizing of civil defense in 
the village. For example, secondary-school teachers 0. KXolyvan of IVanovskiy 
and V. Popova of Novovoznesensk (Xhersonskaya oblast) systematically give 
lectures, conduct talks with village residents, created their own film libra- 
ry, and accompany their presentations with the showing of film strips and 
motion picture films. In Chaplinskiy rayon of this same oblast, deserved 
respect is enjoyed by the chairman of the “kolkhoz imeni Frunze," A. 
Zadorozhnyy. He appeared at one of the meetings of the rayon's party-admini- 
strative activists with a report on the organization of military-patriotic 
indoctrination and propagandizing civil defense in the kolkhoz. Under the 
leadership of the party organization, local radio broadcasting, the village 
club, and the kolkhoz intellectuals are making their contribution to this 
matter.

The initiative of the party organizations of CD staffs of the Cherkasskay., 
Poltavskaya, Zhitomirskaya, and other oblasts is praiseworthy. They organize 
trips by groups of propagandists to remote villages and practice tne conduct 
of question and answer soirees, oral ‘ournals, and talks and reports in the 
brigades and on the farms. And in the Zakarpatskaya oblast a motion picture 
featival on civil defense took place in the remote rayons. 


At the same time, there are many shortcomings and unresolved problems in CD 
propaganda at the place of revidence. It is poorly organized in the suburbs 
and villages where many live in their own homes. It is considerably more 
difficult to sssemble people here. It is necessary to look for other forms 
of work. In a number of places, our CD activists have begun to go among tie 
courts where they assemble the residents of three to five houses and talk 
with them. In some places, students and pupils have been involved in this 
work. 


At times, even we ourselves do not speak where we live. We once asked one 
of the oldest masters of production instruction for CD courses of Pecherskiy 
rayon in Kiev, Boris Matveyevich Vereykin, how many times he spoke to the 
residents of the building in which he lives. "Not once,” the veteran an- 
swered. ‘it is inconvenient to offer one's services.” Other personnel of 
these courses also answered in this manner. But, you see, it is stressed in 
the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On further improvement in ideolo- 
gical and political-indoctrinational work," that "each communist, wherever 
he may work, must step forth as a propagandist and champion of the Leninist 
party's ideas and give all his knowledge and all the strength of his soul 

to this exceptionally important matter." 


We are now directing the efforts of CD staffs, courses, and propagandists 
toward raising the combat vitality and ideological-theoretical and scientific 
level of the propaganda and toward the quality accomplishment of all CD 
measures in the current training year.

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[Article: "Dispersal and Evacuation" |] 


[Text] One hour is allotted to a practical lesson on the subject, "Dispersal 
and Evacuation.” Its goal is to improve the knowledge and skills of actions 
by workers, kolkhoz personnel, and employees during the period of dispersal 
and evacuation as applicable to the conditions of one's installation. 


The following are studied: general principles for the organization of the 
dispersal and evacuation of the population; the order for the conduct of dis- 
persal and evacuation; the reception and billeting of the evacuated population 














in the suburban zone. For workers and employees of city installations the 
wain portion of the time is allotted to working out the second question, and 
for residents of Tura. terrain--the third. 


in preparing for the lesson, the leader becomes familiar ahead of time with 
the plan for the dispersal and evacuation of his installation (with the plan 
for the reception of the dispersed and evacuated population) and he clears 
up @ll questions in the organization of evacuation measures: the notifica- 
tion procedure, the place for establishment of the collection (reception) 
evacuation post and its working procedure, methods of evacuation, type of 
transportation, and so forth. 


Material support: a diagram showing the organization of dispersal, evacua- 
tion, and disposition in the suburban zone; a diagram of the collection 
(reception) evacuation post and the march of the dismounted column; 

sheet No 9 from the poster set, "Civil Defense of the USSR" (Voyenizdat 
1978), and the film strip, "Combined method of dispersal and evacuation." 
It is very useful to show the trainees the motion picture, "Evacuation and 
Dispersal by the Combined Method.” 


For the lesson to be really practical, it is expedient to set up a collection 
evacuation post for the workers and employees of the national economy's city 
installations (a reception post for the rural population) and to conduct the 
lesson with several groups at once. It is recommended that thie be done at 
big installations which have their own evacuation posts, for example, during 
the period of preparation for a combined installation exercise. There is 
double value: the personnel of the evacuation post will drill in the per- 
formance of their duties and the trainees will receive the necessary practical 
skills. 


At the beginning of the lesson the leader reminds everyone that one of the 
methods for protecting the population against weapons of mass destruction is 
dispersal and evacuation. He stresses that they must be accomplished in the 
shortest possible time. Therefore, use is made of the combined method where 
workers and employees are transported to the suburban zone by all types of 
transportation and are moved out on foot over previously designated routes. 


Using the diagrams, the leader shows where to set up the collection evacua- 
tion post of the enterprise (installation, educational institution) and he 
informs the trainees where the workers and employees of a given training 
group should report. 


Notification is given concerning the start of dispersal and evacuation 
through the chiefs of shops and departments, theinstallation radio relay 
System, and local radio broadcasting. Then the procedure for notifying the 
workers, employees,and members of their families are examined in detail. 
Here, special attention must be devoted to the organization of notification 
on days off and holidays. 











"Receiviug instructions or hearing the aniouncement of the start of evacua- 
tion measures," the leader continues, “you should prepare quickly to leave 
the city: take your passport, military service record book, documents on 
your education, children's birth certificates, money, individual protecvive 
eoulpment, necessa”~ personal things (clothing, footwear, linens), and a two- 
er three-day supp) * food, including water, for your family." 


"Tn addition to in@ividuel protective equipment, it is recommended that a col- 
lection of medicines be taken. The weight of personal things and their pack- 
ing should be bae’d on the fact that you must carry a part of them yourself. 
Therefore, it .s better to pack things in a rucksack. A tag with your last 
name, initials, and address of the owner should be attached to each rucksack, 
bundle, or suitcase. A tag with a child's basic data (last name, first name, 
patronymic, year of birth, eddress, and parents' piace of work) made on white 
material should be sewn to the lining of the children's clothing." 


It is recommended that prior to tu: .esson one or two of the trainees be pre- 
pared so that it is possible to show the equipping to the others. In so 
doing, a typical list of necessary things is given to each one. 


"Before leaving the apartment," the leader of che lesson reminds them, "it is 
necessary to turn off illumination and heating appliances, tightly turn off 
the cocks of the water-supply and gas nets, and close the windows and air 
vents." 


At the collection post the evacuees are registered, distributed among the 
railroad cars (motor vehicles, vessels) and, at the designated time, are 

sent to the stations (posts, docks) for embarkation. Embarkation is organiz- 
ed by the senior personnel of the railroad cars, vessels, or vehicles. Each 
one must observe established order precisely and prevent crowding at the 
doors cf the railroad cars, vessel gangways, and sides of the vehicles. En 
route, no one leaves at the halts without permission of the senior person. 

On arriving at the disembarkation station (post), the people leave the rail- 
road ease Veusee) only on the command of the train (vehicle column) commander. 


If evacuation on foot is planned, it is necessary to explain how and where 
the columns are organized, who leads them out to the route of march, and how 
the march is organized and supported. 


At the terminal evacuation post, all are again registered and billeted in the 
indicated buildings. It is forbidden to select a place of residence and move 
from one rayon to another without the permission of the evacuation organs. 


Many questions may arise in the course of the lessons; for example, how about 
the aged and sick who cannot be evacuated with all the others; what is the 
procedure for organizing feeding in the new settlement places; how about the 
things wnich are extremely necessary at the new place of residence but which 
it is impossible to take along, and so forth? Of course, the leader should 
be ready to answer any of them, and not in a general plane but specifically 
for the trainees in his group. 








At the end of the leason a brief critique is conducted and the time and place 
for showing the training film are announced. 


On a leason with the rural population, main attention is devoted to ques- 
tions involving the reception and billeting of the population which has been 
dispersed and evacuated. The leader relates that on the receipt of instruc 
tions for the start of evacuation measures, preparations are conducted for 
the reception and billeting of the evacuees and reception evacuation posts 
are set up in rural and settlement Soviets. 

After registration, the city-dwellers who have arrived are billeted. As a 
rule, they are settled in the houses of kolkhoz farmers and sovkhoz workers. 
In this connection, the leader of the lesson informs the trainees how many 
people will be settled in their homes. 


For protection against weapons of mass destruction, and primarily against 
radioactive contamination, local residents together with the arrivals adapt 
basements, cellars, vegetable s:orehouses, and other premises for antiradia- 
tion cover and they also build very simple cover. w,ext, the leader explains 
how feeding, supplying, and medic*l and domestic support of the evacuated 
population will be organized, what assistance to the residents will be nec - 
sary at first, how the problem of employment will be solved, and so forth 


Becoming familiar with the measures which are conducted during dispersal 
and evacuation, the trainees and the lesson leader travel to the reception 
evacuation post and here the procedure for greeting the popvlation which has 
arrived from the city is worked out in a practical manner.

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(Article: "Observation Post"] 


[Text] The subject, "Actions of a radiation and chemical observation post," 
is studied on two practical lessons (altogether four hours are allotted to 
it). On the first one it is expedient to work out the following training 
problems: the composition, equipping, and engineer equipment of the post, 
the deployment of weather set No 3 and the assignment of tasks, the procedure 
for radiation and chemical observation. The remaining questions of the sub- 
ject are worked out on the second Jesson. 


The lessons with the post are conducted by the chief of the antiradiation 
and chemical defense (PR i PKhZ) of the installation and the assistant 
civil defense [CD] chief of staff for reconnaissance or the chief of the 
post himself if he has good special and methodological knowledge.

The leader begine preparations for the forthcoming lesson with 4 clarifica- 
tion of the subject and training probleme and working out 4 lesson pian. At 
the same time, he selects a site where the actions of the chief of the post 
and the observers can be demonstrated graphically and he thinke through the 
epecial situations and other methodological procedures. 


The lesson plan indicates the subject, goal of the lesson and the time re- 
quired to wora ‘t out, training problems, work order and procedure of the in- 
structor himself, and the expected actions by th: trainees. It can be drawn 
up textually (in the form of a table) or graphically with o legend in the mar- 
gine of the diagram. What is necessary for the material support of the les- 
son should be indicated here. 


Special attention should be paid to the preparation of the post's personnel 
for the lesson. The trainees should be advised to study the appropriate 
manuals, handbooks,and texte independently, which will help to reduce time 
for explanations and work out more practical actions. It is recommended 
that the post iteelf--the main place for instruction--be set up ahead of 
time (on training grounds, on a full-scale sector, or on terrain with a good 
field of view). 


The first lesson. Explaining the purpose of the radiation and chemical obser- 
vation post, the instructor announces that ite composition includes a chief 
and two observers (a dosimetrist-scout and a chemical scout). Equipment: 
DP-~5 dose-rate meter, chemical-reconnaissance meter (VPKhR), weather set No 3, 
one combined-arms dose meter (ID-1) or DKP-5SOA dosimeters, individual dose 
meters (TD-11), individual protective equipment (sets L-1 or OP-1, gas . asks, 
respirators, stockings, gloves, and so forth), stopwatch, protective goggles, 
set of accessories for intersecting the location of a nuclear burst (azimuth 
plotting board, goniometer, illumination device and cover, a very simple in- 
strument (table) to determine the height of rise of a radioactive cloud, 
warning and communication equipment (telephone, gong, and so forth), and 
logbooks to record the results of observations and calculate weather data. 


The post's primary mission is the timely detection of radioactive and chemi- 
cal contamination on the territory of an installation or at places where 
workers and employees are located and giving the warning signal. In addition, 
using visual observation or very simple instruments it should determine the 
locations and parameters of nuclear bursts and the direction of movement of 
radioactive clouis; radiation levels and type (group) of toxic agents employ- 
ed by the enemy; the dimensions of the territory subjecte’ (. chemical con- 
tamination; and the direction of spread of the cloud of contaminated air (OV 
‘toxic agents) or SDYaV [strong-acting poisonous materials)). 


On the instruction of the chief who set out the post, the observers mark the 
sectors contaminated with RV [radioactive substances) or OV. Theymonitor the 
radiation level, the presence of OV (SDYaV) in the area of the post, and con- 
duct meteorological observations. When necessary, they take samples at places 
which have signe of contamination.

Very gimpie she ter ‘eovered elit trench) or « special protective etructure is 
prepared to protect the personnel (see tie article by A, Chernysnkov, "A 
Sonvenient Device,” in No 1, 1960). It may aleo be a tower for all-around 
observation of the inetallation's territory. Communication with the chief 
who set out the post is usually accomplished by telephone. 


Then the post chief forme up the personnel and checks the presence of items 
Of equipment, paying special attention to the completeness and technical 
working order of the instruments. He reports readiness to the lesson in- 
structor and, on hie instruction, leads the personnel to the previously pre- 
pared observation site. On the way, the trainees perform the standards in 
using individual protective equipment. 


Working out the second training problem begine with orientation on the grou. 
Satisfied that the trainees remembered the locations and numbers of the ref- 
erence points the instructor, in the role of senior supervisor, assigne the 
mission to the poet, pointing out the reference points, nature of possible 
enemy actions, observation area, readiness time, warning signale “Radiation 
Danger” and “Chemical Alarm,” and the procedure for giving them and communt- 
cation. 


Checking to see how the mission has been assimilated, the instructor drills 
the chief of post in issuing an order in the following sequence: reference 
points; possible enemy air action; post's mission (time to begin observation, 
place and sector of observation); missione for observers (location to which 
special attention should be paid, time to turn on dosimetric instrument, 
order of actions on detecting radioactive and chemical contamination and re- 
port on the results of observation); location of adjacent observation posts; 
warning signals and the procedure for giving them; deputy. 


After this, the trainees can be shown how to arrange the reconnaissance and 
weather observation instruments, warning equipment, and other property at the 
post. The scouts arrange them themselves, and the chief of post checks their 
actions, designates the duty observer, establishes the sequence of reliefs, 
checks the working order of the communications equipment, supervises the 
engineer improvements at the post (if it was not improved earlier), sete up 
weather set No 3, and reports readiness to observe. He next prepares a 
sketch of the reference points (where necessary, the lesson instructor helps 
him to draw it up). 


In working out the actions of duty observer or with his relief after giving 
special situations, the trainees convert the individual protective equipment 
from the “ready” status to the combat status and they turn on the reconnais- 
sance instruments at the time established by the order. They report to the 
chief on the results of observation, measurement of radiation levels, and de- 
termination of the type of OV using the VPKnF instrument. 
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Then the instructor explains that with an air raid or nuclear burst the ob- 
server must turn on the DP-5 doseerate meter every 10-15 minutes and he shows 
the correct way to fill out the radiation and chemical observation logbooks 
and the weather data log. In turn, replacing one another, the duty observers 
also work out actions at the post during an enemy air raid without the employ- 
ment of nuclear and chemical weapons. 


Next, the instructor explains that when detecting radioactive contamination 
with the DP-5 instrument (radiation level 0.5 R/h or higher), the duty ob- 
server reports to the chief of post at once, and the latter refines his data 
in detail and reporte to the senior supervisor. The signal "Radiation Danger” 
is given on the inetructionse of the latter. 


if the observer detects toxic or strong-acting poisonous materials using the 
VPKhF instrument or visually, he immediately converts the individual protec- 
tive equipment to combat status, gives the signal "Chemical Alarm" indepen- 
dently, and reports to the chief of post. Here, the instructor can ‘ssue 
the special situation: "The chief of post is absent.” In this case, the 
duty observer reports to the chief who set out the post concerning ti: radio- 
active (chemical) contamination and about the warning signal which was given. 
For example, "Comrade tov, the enemy sprayed the plant's territory using 
two airplanes of the F-4 type. The OV cloud is spreading to the northwest. 
The signal ‘Chemical Alarm' has been given. I am refining the type of OV. 
Sokolov, duty observer." 


The second lesson begins with working out the training problem, "The post's 
actions upon a nuclear burst and the destruction of installations having 
strong-acting poisonous materials.” 


On instruction of the instructor, the chief of post conducts the relief of 
the observers. After several minutes, the special situation is given: "The 
signal ‘Air Alert' has been received from the control post.” In resolving 
it, the chief of post commands: 


"Duty observer, take your place. The others--to the shelter!" 


Observing the actions of the trainees on this command, the lesson instructor 
and the chief of post see that the gas masks are in the "ready" status and 
that the duty observer put on the protective goggles and turned on the 
radiation reconnaissance instruments. The following special situation can 
be given after 5-10 minutes: 


"A blindingly bright flash was noted in the direction of Reference Point No 2." 
(At this moment a burst is simulated if possible). 


Actions of the duty observer: he starts the stopwatch and takes cover in the 
protective structure. After the shock wave passes, he stops the stopwatch 
and determines the distance to the point of burst. Continuing observation, 
he establishes approximately the place and type of nuclear burst and the di- 
rection of the nuclear cloud's movement visually or with very simple

instruments and he cheeks the presence of radioactive contamination at the 
post. He reporte the results of his observations to the chief of post. 


Next, the lesson's inetructor issues 4 new special situation: 


"The radioactive cloud is moving in the direction of Reference Point No 4, 
The DP-5 instrument shows a radiation level of 6,05 mR/h. A poisonous cloud 
is spreading toward the post.” 


The observer quickly pute on the gas mask and reports the data to the chief 

of post. The latter assigne 4 task to the chemical scout; to determine the 
type of SDYaV, and then he gives the signal "Chemical Alarm" and reporte the 
results of hie observation in open text to the senior supervisorby telephone. 


When the chemical scout begins to accomplish his mission, the lesson inetruc- 
tor will be able to iasue the following special situation: 


"In the indicator tube with three green rings, the color of the filler chang- 
ed to reddish-vioclet.” 


The chemical scout reports the type of SDYaB discovered in the air 

and ite approximate concentration; he determines the direction of spread of 
the poisonous cloud based on the weather situation. The deta whieh are ob- 
tained are entered in the radiation and chemical observation log. 


In checking the actions of the post, the lesson instructor grades the work of 
the observers with the reconnaissance instruments and the correctness of eir 
reports to the chief of post concerning the change in radiation levels and 
SDYaV concentration. If errors are committed, he pointe them out and shows 
how to operate correctly. The trainees repeat the procedures and actions 
which were poorly mastered. Here, it should be remembered that the signal 
"Chemical Alarm” is given by the observer independently not only on the 
detection of OV (SDYaV), but aleo with a threat of contamination. 


Then they can move on to working out actions in the conduct of radiation re- 
connaissance on foot in the area of the post or civil defense [CD] control 
post of the instalisation. The instructor issues special situationsto the 
scout-dosimetrist concerning radiation levels and he sees that he works cor- 
rectly with the DP-5 instrument. The trainee reports the data to the chief 
of post, and the latter--immediately to the CD headquarters, after which he 
organizes partial special processing of the instruments and protective cloth- 


ing. 


In repeating radiation reconnuissance procedures and actions, special atten- 
tion is devoted to monitoring changes in radiation levels on the ground. 


After this, it is expedient to study the method for determining the time of a 
nuclear turst from the rate of drop in the radiation levels. The observer 
measures the radiation level twice at any point on the post at an interval 
of 10, 15, or 20 minutes or more. Time of burst is determined from the found 








ravic of radiation level with the second and first measurements fy /R» and 
the time interval between measurements using a table. The instructor pre- 
sente an example and shows a method for solving the problem using the accept- 
ed procedure for estimating the radiation situation from reconnaissance data, 


The last training problem, "The post's action when the enemy employs chemical 
weapons and conventional means of destruction,” is worked out in approximately 
the following order. 


On the instruction of the instructor, the chief of post appoints the chemical 
scout to be the duty observer and he organizes meteorological observations 
(air and soil temperature and wind direction and velocity are measured). 

The personnel's individual protective equipment is in the "ready" status. 
Receiving the command by telephone, the observer off shift gives the signal, 
"Air Alert." at the same time, an enemy air raid is simulated (it is desig- 
nated by igniting smoke pots or combustible matcrials). 


The instructor gives the command "GAS" and clocks the time for the post per- 
sonnel to put on the gas masks by & stopwatch. Then the observer receives 
& special situation: "Four enemy F-105's dropped chemical bombs on the in- 
stallation. The cloud of contaminated air is spreading in the direction of 
the post and populated place K." 


The observer immediat*ly gives the signal "Chemical Alert," reports to the 
chief of post, and dete:mines the type of OV using the VPKhR. The chief of 
post monitors the observer's actions and reports to the CD headquarters the 
results of the observation, wind direction and velocity, and soil tempera- 
ture, making the appropriate entries in the logs. Here, the instructor 
issues the following special situation: 


"In the indicator tube with one red ring and a red dot the colorless hue of 
the filler changed to red.” 


Then, together with the chief of post the instructor checks the work of the 

observer with the VPKhR instrument, whether he correctly determined the type 
of OV and its concentration, and reported the results of the observation. In 
this regard, attention is paid to indicating the number and type of airplanes 
which took part in the raid and which shops and populated places are threat- 
ened by the spread of the cloud of contaminated air. A typical form for the 


report is: 


"Comrade Grishin, four enemy F-105's dropped chemical bombs on the territory 
of the installation. Nerve gas in a dangerous concentratior has been detect- 
ed. The cloud of contaminated air is spreading in the direction of shops Nos 
3 and 5 and populated place K. A sample has been taken for the more precise 
ectablishment of the OV type. WNikishin, chief (observer) of post. 


After a drill in clearness of reporting, the instructor permits the trainees 
to remove the gas masks so that all can see how the chief of post marks on 
& plan of the installation (sketch) the places subjected to chemical attack. 
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In passing, he explains that the indicator tube used by the observer deter- 
mines FOV [phosphorous organic types of substances) of the Vegas type, sarin, 
and soman. A sample is taken for true determination, and the type of OV is 
determined in & laboratory. The type of FOV can be determined approximately 
from the actions of enemy aviation, too. If chemical bombs are dropped, it 
is possible that they are filled with OV of the sarin or soman type. Spray- 
ing from airborne sprayers ie usually conducted with toxic agente of the V- 
gas type. 


When there are errors, the instructor pointe them out to the trainees and, 
if necessary, individual procedures are worked out again. 


In teaching actions in the course of the chemical reconnaissance of a con- 
taminated terrain sector in the area of the post, the instructor also sees 
by tesuing the necessary special situations that the chief of post controle 
the men firmly and that the observers operate correctly and smoothly. It is 
important that in making an estimate of the situation they consider the 
change in weather conditions and report in good time the direction in which 
the wind is blowing and at what velocity. This is necessary for warning the 
people of the danger. 


The command is given: “Remove Gas Masks!" The trainees begin partial de- 
contamination of the instruments and partial medical processing and they 
study the procedures for dosimetric and chemical monitoring. 


The losson is ended. The chief of post forms up the personnel. The instruc- 
tor conducts a critique in approximately the following sequence: he recalls 
the subject and goal of the lesson, indicates how the practical accomplish- 
ment of the training missions has been accomplished, notes outstanding and 
good actions and errors which have been committed, and gives a grade to the 
observers and the post as a whole.

[Text] In accordance with the decision of the Soviet Ministry of Education, 
an inspection of general-educational schools which are key schools in civil 
defense [CD] is beginning. Its goal is to check the main purpose of such 
schools--to be the carriers of leading experience; to complete the creation 
of an exemplary training-material base; and to attract the attention of 
school principals and organs of popular education toward raising the quality 
of the civil defense training process. 








The inspection is organized and conducted by oblast and kray departments of 
popular education and ministries of education of the union republics. 


What elements comprise the content of the inspection; in accordance with what 
positions does the check proceed? 


The key schools are called upon to be 4 kind of standard in organizing the 
civil defense training process. At the same time, attention will be paid to 
the preparation of the educational institution as an installation of the 
national economy. Principals will be required to impose an increased demand 
on teachers for the accomplishment of training programs in grades 2, 5, and 9 
and on the CD staffs of the school for studying the program for the universal 
mandatory minimum of knowledge with the permanent personnel and for the quali- 
ty of material assimilation. This task will be able to be accomplished only 
under the condition where teachers and class supervisors who teach civil de- 
fense and training at CD courses are completely involved. 


it is extremely important that methodological work be conducted regularly in 
the key schools--individual and group consultations, seminars, open and de- 
monstration lessons,and the mutual visiting of them by the teachers. Civil 
defense work with all pupils which is conducted outside of lessons will be 
graded as will the conduct of drills in the junior classes, the inclusion of 
CD elements in quizzes, competitions, and the "Zarnitsa” and "Orlenok" mili- 
tary sports games, and the passing of civil defense standards for the GTO 
(Ready for Labor and Defense) badge. 


One of the tasks of the key school's collective is the creation of an exem- 
plary training-material base, the basis of which is the civil defense office 
and training grounds. In this regard, one cannot get by without the initia- 
tive of the teachers and pupils who create mockups, show cases, and very 
simple means for protecting the respiratory organs by their own efforts. 


In the course of the inspection, the accomplishment of planned civil defense 
measures at this unique installation of the national economy will be con- 
sidered: exercises and lessons and the organization of CD propaganda. 


Unquestionably, the inspection of key schools, the study of their work experi- 
ence, and ite dissemination will contribute to raising the quality of the 
pupils’ training for protection against weapons of mass destruction.

Councils at the Assemblies") 


(Text) Several newcomers found themselves at deeks alongside chairmen of 
rural councils who were experienced in civil defense [CD] and who, at one 
time, had gone through the train! y course in the complete program. They 
recently assumed their posts and are accomplishing the important duty of 
civil defense chief of the rural council for the first time (evidently, they 
should be placed in a separate group). 


The first studente in this category were invited to the Gomel'skaya oblast 
courses back in November--prior to the start of the training year in the CD 
system. There is little time and the exercises must be conducted prior to 
the initiation of spring field work. 


in working out the program of lessons, the courses proceeded from two points: 
short-term nature of the assembly and its rigid purposefulness. Teachers 

I. Podterger, Ya. Sapozhnikov, and A. Anisimov who conducted the lessons 
oriented on the students who had already studied the principles for the con- 
duct of civil defense in the village. It was only necessary to refresh pre- 
viously obtained knowledge and skills in their memory, in particular in 
working out specific documents of the rural council's CD plan and a plan for 
a combined exercise. 


The students’ attention was concentrated on the special features of the forth- 
coming exercises. The order in which the initial date of the CD plan of the 
rural council should be checked and refined and, in accordance with this, 
should be corrected still prior to the exercise was explained to them. The 
goal of the exercise iteelf is to be convinced that the plan is workable. 

But if it is impracticable in some way. it is corrected again in accordance 
with the results of the exercise. In short, the goal of the exercise is to 
do everything necessary for the plan to be really effective. In addition, 
the students are reminded of the organization of political-indoctrinational 
work with the personnel of the formations and about the duties of responsible 
officials, CD measures for protection of the population, and ensuring the 
working stability of agricultural installations. Safety measures vere not 
forgotten. 


Lessons were conducted in classrooms, in which regard often in the form of 
drills. At the en‘, everyone watched the motion picture, "Combined CD Exer- 
cises in the Village,” with interest. Then they set out for the Tereshkovich 
skiy rural council where preparations for a demonstration lesson were under 
way et that time. It was shown to following groups in its entirety. 
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The program for the special assembly was well thought out and mther intense, 
Rut nevertheless, the collective of the courses understood that this volume 
of training, especially for the new chairmen, is insufficient. Therefore, 

it wae envisioned that all would receive further assistance in the form of 
sending to the localities detailed recommendations on the organization of 
demonstration lessons with the forces of the rayons' CD courses and head- 
quarters. 


There are only several regular personnel in the rvral councils. But some- 
times up to 10 populated places, several kolkhozes, sovkhozes, schools, 
agricultural-type industrial enterprises, communal-general service shops, 
medical stations, and so forth are counted on the territory. All these 
installations are to participate in the exercise in accordance with a common 
plan and concept. Here, the exercise director cannot get by without the 
assistance of the local party organs and without attracting *o the staff 
the leadership of the rural intelligentsia--speciulists, teachers, physicians, 
personnel of the cultural and educational institutions, and especially the 
deputies of the rural councils. The students are also directed namely at 
this. 


Special attention was paid to the preparatory period. Everyone studies in 
the course of preparation--from the chairman of the rural council to the 
ordinary resident of the village. At this time, the civil defense training 
and material base is replenished, antiradiation cover is erected, underground 
premises are adapted for them, individual protective equipment, medicines, 
and blackout materials are stored, and water sources, farms, supplies of fod- 
der, and so forth are hermetically sealed. The population is drilled in ac- 
tions on CD signals and works for a while in gas masks and respirators. 


The special features in leading an exercise were examined on the lessons. 
There are many fine points here which the students must understand. The 
teacher, I. Podterger, persistently called for clarifying all these questions 
to avoid misunderstandings and confusion. For the chairman of the rural coun- 
cil and none other must lead the exercise. 


"The most varied installations are located on the territory within the jJuris- 
diction of the rural council,” he said. "We will arbitrarily divide them 
into two groups. The first is installations which are directly subordinate 
to the rural council: stores, dining rooms, medical aid stations, eight-grade 
schools, post offices, and communal-general service shops. Here everything 
is clear: the CD chief of the rural council will lead them directly. But 
here the second group of installations seems to have a dual subordination: 
territorially--to the rural council, and for production--to the rayon agri- 
cultural administration or department. These are sovkhozes, kolkhozes, 
agricultural-type industrial enterprises, secondary schools, and hospitals. 
How is this group of installations supervised during the exercises? The CD 
chiefs of the rural councils are granted the right of overall supervision 
and overall monitoring. What should be understood by this? 
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"During the general exercise of the rural council," the teacher continued, 
"its combined exercises are conducted in their entirety at the given instal- 
lations, that is, each installation checks the practicability of ite CD plan 
and its calculations. However, in the course of preparations these plans 
should be brought into complete conformance with tie common CD plan of the 
rural council and with the common concept of the exercise. This is extensive 
work and it should be accomplished ahead of time. Return to your own instal- 
lation and, without losing time, begin preparations. Is everything clear?" 


Complete silence reigns in the lecture hall for a minute. It would appear 
that everything is clear. But then questions are asked. 


"On our territory, for example, there are only two sovkhoz brigades while 
its central farmstead is in the adjacent rural council. So to whom do these 
brigades belong?" 


"Instances of resubordination are possible," the teacher answers. "For 
example, for the following reason: there is no bridge over a 

river or communications or roads. This will be resolved by the rayon 
CD staff in each individual case. In turn, I have a question for everyone: 


at 


from where will you direct the exercise’ 
The students exchange glances and shrug their shoulders. 
"From the control post, of course.” 


"Correct. But is it everywhere? That is why I want to direct your attention 
to the following,” the teacher explains. "It is wisest to colocate the con- 
trol post with the sovkhoz or kolkhoz post, all the more if the management 

is located in the same populated place with you. Of course, there must be a 
line of communication in order to connect your telephones at the necessary 
moment." 


"And if there is not enough individual protective equipment for all. Then 
what?" 


"First of all, using ready-made patterns organize the mass sewing of cloth 
dust masks in your sewing shops. And then, I advise all to refine the fol- 
lowing initial data in good time: at what warehouse are the gas masks and 
respirators intended for you located, who of the subordinates is responsible 
for their delivery, and in accordance with which documents does he draw this 
up? Don't wait uotil the thunder crashes." 


The talk stimulated deep thought. Someone suddenly recalled the blackout of 
the populated places, hospitals, and big farms. 


Questions on the protection of the population and the stability of production 
which will be the main ones on forthcoming exercises were worked out on an- 
other lessen. The students were interested in how to provide the facility, 
in particular the farms, with additional sources of power supply which all 

do not have thus fer. 
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"Well, this is a very important question, it can't be solved at once,’ 
awered the teacher, Ya. Sapozhnik. "However, it must consistently be posed 
in order to attain the needed result gradually, in the long term.” 


The next day, they practiced in refining the CD plan of the rural council and 
defined in detail the basic measures of the exercise. And again, initial 
data were discussed. 


"Let us say that who will allocate what amount of transportation to you for 
the reception of evacuees is reflected in your plan. Check to see whether 
your responsible comrade remembers that at one time you coordinated this with 
him. Or methods for notifying and assembling the supervisory personnel--by 
telephone and messengers. TI warn you, do not take figures out of thin air. 
Check all this at the command-post exercise. Only in this way will you be 
convinced whether your plan is feasible and whether it conforms to your 
capabilities and requirements.” 


During the breaks and after the lessons as well as in the bus, while they 
rode to the Tereshkovichskiy rural council and to the Novobelitskiy sovkhoz 
to see how the exercise is prepared there, the students exchanged impressions, 
gave advice to one another, and tried to adopt the best of the more experi- 
enced colleagues. It was evident that the comrades have a serious attitude 
toward the forthcoming exercise 


Lidiya Ivanovna Grishan appeared to be especially concerned. For the pre- 
sent, the young woman is only performing the duties of chairman of the 
Dem'yankovskiy rural council, Dobrushskiy rayon, temporarily. On lessons in 
the classroom, she attracted attention by her concentration and her desire 
to succeed in writing everything down and to note down every useful recommen- 
dation. 


"I still don't feel confidence," she confessed. "I have to learn. Formerly, 
as @ member of a medical team, everything was clear to me in civil defense, 
but now, I don't know if I will cope with it.” 


When they inspected the area for the veterinary processing of the animals, 
the field slaughtering posv., and other training points in the sovkhoz, Lidiya 
Ivanovna did not lag a step behind the staid, elderly man--the chairman of 
the Dvorishchanskiy rural council, Khoynikskiy rayon, Petr Filimonovich 
Oreshchenko, and she listened to his reasoning and critical remarks. 


"We will not build the veterinarian area in this way," he said, touching the 
pine posts, “they won't last long, they rot, and they will fall down ina 
year. We'll put in concrete posts, and after the exercise we will use this 
area for a pen for the young animals. We will make the splits strictly ac- 
cording to size. You see, the cows spin around and interfere with those who 
are processing then.” 


Listening to the explanations of the local sovkhoz specialists, at the same 
time Oreshchenko noticed some omissions. 
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"In general, the antiradiation shelter for the service personnel is not bad: 
roomy, faced with rough logs, sealed against ground water, and even a tele- 
phone has been laid and 4 radio post has been installed. But nevertheless, 
the partisans, 7 recall, built their dugouts a little stronger and a little 
more reliable. In return, the field slaughering post is suitable. Let's 
take it as an example,” and Oreshchenko drew something in a notebook. 


A thrifty thread showed through such talks. The chairmen do not intend to 
dissipate their little money in vain, and if they are going to build some- 
thing in the interests of CD, then it will be not only for the period of the 
exercises, but so that it will be useful on the farm later. 


On the way to the sovkhoz management, we passed a complex of three one-story 
brick buildings connected with one another which were under construction--it 
was a kindergarten. We recalled that in the mot’. picture which we had 
seen, "Combined CD Exercises in the Village," the governesses of just such a 
kindergarten led the children to basement rooms quickly, without panic. And 
everything had been prepared ahead of time there--chairs, tables, and even 
toys. 


It turned out that through someone's fault there is no basement under the 
Kindergarten. 


"But if they only looked! for if they only reasoned sensibly, this is both 
a storehouse and a cooler....” 


The final lesson took place in the conference room of the management. The 
first to speak to the students of the courses were kolkhoz specialists A. 
Radyuk and A. Sapegin who are responsible for the protection of the popula- 
tion and the pedigree animal enterprise. They did much work on the eve of 
the forthcoming demoustration exercise. They accomplished preliminary sub- 
stantiated calculations on the sheltering of people and the stability of pro- 
duction. They told about the procedure for the collection and analysis of 
data which will soon be checked on the exercise, refined, and corrected. 

They were Listened to with great attention: soonall were to perform such cal- 
culations. 


The results of the special training-methods assembly were summed up by the 
chief of the oblast courses, M. Bulat, and the CD chief of staff of Gomel'- 
skaya oblast, N. Kozlov. They were interested in the students' opinion of 
the program and the contents of the lessons: were all basic questions 
treated, is it neeessary to refine the subject matter in some way? Questions 
again fell thick and fast. They were in a hurry to ask them, utilizing the 
presence of the oblast CD chief of staff. 


"We see that here everything is hermetically sealed with a film, but then 
only one third of our requirement for film was satisfied." 


"Can things be sealed only with film?" N. Kozlov answered this question with 
a question. "You are all thrifty people, find field expedients: straw, 
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fiber packing, thick felt, or rubber padding from old tires. Nothing should 
be disregarded. 


It was requested that detailed methodological elaborations of the exercise be 
sent as soon as possible and that, where possible, experienced comrades 
from the courses be sent on special duty to assist. 


"Of course, in this serious matter we will not leave you without assistance," 
the oblast CD chief of staff concluded. "You obviously noted that masters 

of production instruction from the rayon courses whom you know sat alongside 
you in the classrooms as students. They also studied to know just where help 
is needed. But it will be difficult to accomplish the tasks of the forthcom- 
ing winter locally without genuine interest and responsibility and without 
the assistance of the party organs."

[Text] In the Faculty to Increase Qualifications (FPK) of the Novosibirsk 
Institute for Soviet Cooperative Trade, the students deepen their civil de- 
fense knowledge along with the study of socio-political and special disci- 
plines. The institute's CD department has accumulated certain experience in 
this work over several years. It regularly analyzed and disclosed successes, 
defects, and blunders. And now, several conclusions can be drawn. 


What are the special features in teaching civil defense in the Faculties to 
Increase Qualifications? The program envisions a course of lectures 
seminars, and practical lessons. The teachers consider that the FPK students 
have different levels of training and length of experience in practical work 
and that some have a poor understanding of questions in the planning and or- 
ganization of CD at trade and public catering enterprises. Therefore, on the 
seminars great significance is attached to the exchange of experience. We 
study and generalize ahead of time the experience of the leading enterprises 
and, in accordance with this, we refine the subject matter of the seminars. 
Leaders of the leading trade and public catering enterprises, in particular 
of the Baltic republics and the Yaroslavskaya, Novosibirskaya, Omskaya, and 
Chitinskaya oblasts, are invited to speak at them. Thus, the director of 
public catering of Lithuania, M. Belyauskas, told how mobile feeding and 
clothing and equipment supply points, which are CD formations, are used in 
the republic. Their travel to the suburbs to the rest places of the workers 
on Sundays and holidays is good training of the personnel for work in a dif- 
ficult situation. The chief of the public catering association of the Yaro- 
Slavskaya oblast union of consumer societies, A. Smirnov, reported onthe organi- 
zation of material support for CD formations during the conduct of combined 
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Lnatallation exercises. The senior economist of the Omskaya oblast union of 
consumer societies, N. Krivtsov, spoke of the creation of stocks at the mo- 
bile clothing and equipment supply posts to replace clothing and footwear 
which have become contaminated or become defective for the personnel, 


The leaders of enterprises for trade and public catering subsequently use 
the knowledge obtained at the FPK in their practical activity. Receiving 
such training, they successfully cope with the tasks of material support of 
the CD measures. This is indicated by a number of combined exercises con- 
ducted at installations of Novosibirsk oblast. 


After a certain period, some of the specialists who formerly attended the FPK 
again come for retraining. The following problem faces the CD department: 
how should repeated instruction be organized? Naturally, each subsequent 
stage of retraining cannot be a repetition of the preceding one if only be- 
cause during this time the level of the specialists' professional skill 
changes substantially and certain changes are occurring in the system for 

the conduct and organization of civil defense. The CD department also or- 
ganizes its work at the FPK with consideration of these circumstances. 





Practice shows that it is expedient to create individual groups from tho:e 
who arrive for training again and to make wider use of instruction in accor- 
dance with individual plans and of seminars on the exchange of work 
experience. 


The instruction of the specialists at the FPK is conducted in compressed 
times. Therefore, it is necessary to intensify the training process. Our 

CD department is also introducing active methods of instruction, widely using 
graphic and training aids and technical means of instruction, ensuring the 
showing of training films and film strips. The institute 1s well equipped 
offices available. 


The students become familiar with training and methodological literature 
which cannot always be obtained locally and they receive qualified consul- 
tat'ons of specialists. Since there is no literature on the special subjects 
of the program for our category, it was decided to publish methodological 
aids in the CD department on individual sections in which all the latest 
changes in the civil defense system find reflection. We are speaking about 
aids which help to plan CD measures and organize the regular instruction of 
workers and employees at their enterprises. 


Subsequent ties with former students mean very much. They turn to us for 
methodological assistance and we willingly render it. Thus, the chairman of 
one of the unions of consumer societies, A. Popov, receiving training-methods 
aids from the institute, disseminated it in all his trade and public cater- 
ing associations. The department has many letters from our former students 


who report how they were able to utilize our methodological instructions ef- 
fectively. 
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This interrelationship of CD departments with the trade and public catering 
organisations contributes to @ practical check of ali theoretical provisions 
and recommendations which we have worked out. 


In conclusion--one suggestion. The time has come to create training-methods 
councils of CD teachers--specialiste of a specific branch. These councils 
could accomplish an exchange of opinions on probleme in raising the qualifi- 
cations of supervisory personnel, generalize leading experience, coordinate 
all training-methods activity, and examine and recommend the corresponding 
texte for publication. 
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[article by N. Vitrenko: “With Younger Schoolchildren" | 


[Text] In this academic year, by decision of the Soviet Ministry of Educa- 
tion five to six drills of 15-20 minutes each will be introduced in the 
second grades of all schools in addition to lessons on civil defense called 
for by the schedule and four to five of the same duration will be introduced 
in the third and fourth grades. It is recommended that they be alternated 
with planned lessons and be conducted during non-classroom time at least once 
a month. The time, place, and those responsible for the conduct of the drills 
are determined by the school principal's order. 


The drills should take place with the strict observance of safety measures, 
under the mandatory monitoring of the teacher or school medical worker, and 
only after the pupils acquire on lessons the skills in the correct accomp- 
lishment of procedures for putting on the respirator and child's gas mask 
and become acquainted with the construction of the protective structure and 
rules of behavior in it. 


It is necessary to give consideration to the age, physiological, and psycho- 
logical features of the children. The stay time of the pupils in the pro- 
tective equipment must be determined very carefully (from three to ten mi- 
nutes) because many still do not possess sufficient physical stamina. The 
medical personnel must consider the capabilities of each pupil. 


Sanitation and hygiene rules must be strictly observed: before being put on, 
& new mask is wiped on the outside and the inside with a clean rag (cotton 
batting) and the connecting hose is blown through; a mask which has been in 
use is disinfected on the inside with a two-percent solution of formaldehyde 
or eau de Cologne and then dried out. 
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The goal of the drills is te consolidate skills obtained on the lessons, 
Bach of them begins with a brief reminder and demonstration of procedures by 
the numbers and, on the whole, in accordance with the principle from the 
simple to the compiles, 


* pupile should be provided with protective equipment on the basis that 
each one has either 4 gee mask or 4 respirator, On the drills, the young- 
stere exchange protective equipment in order to learn to use both types. 

The appropriate entry ie made in the classroom Journal concerning the resulte 
of each drill, 


Brief recommendations for each drill are given below. 


1, Preparation of the respirator for donning, adjustment, donning, and re- 
moval. 


Under the observation of the teacher, after a review of the material which 
has been studied on the lessons the pupils remove the respirators from the 
packets and straighten out the half-mask and headband straps. On the command 
"Put on respirators!" they put on the half-mask over the face without hurry- 
ing 80 that the ©>1” and nose are inside. Then they tighten the headband. 
One tightened strap is placed on the the top of the head and the other is 
placed on the back of the head. The length of the straps is adjusted by 
buckles, and the tightness of the half-mask's fit to the face is checked. 

For thie, the exhalation vaive is closed by the palm and the wearer exhales. 
if the air does not pass along the line of fit to the face, this means that 
the respirator has been put on correctly. Satisfied of this, the pupils 
press the upper part of the half-mask to the nose with the ends of the clamp. 


on the command “Remove respirators!” the exhalation valve is taken by the 
left hand, the half-mask is lightly pulled downward, and the respirator is 
removed with the movement of the hand forward and upward. 


After learning the procedures by the numbers and as a whole, the pupils stay 
in the respirator for at least five minutes. 


The drill ends by cleaning and placing the respirators in the packets and 
turning them in for storage. 


2. Consolidating skills in donning and staying in the respirator. 


The teacher again briefly recalls the sequence of procedures by the numlers 
and as @ whole and demonstrates them, calling two or three youngsters to him. 
Then all put on and remove the respirators two or three times. Breathing 
should be calm, even, and deep. in the course of the drill, the pupils stay 
in the respirator for up to 10 minutes. 
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‘, Preparing the gas mask for use, 


Under the teacher's observation, everyone wipes clean and disinfects the gas 
magkea whieh were adjusted for sise earlier, They assemble and again stow them 
in the carrier in the following order: they serew the overlapping nut of the 
connecting hose to the seck of the filtering-absorbing cartridge as tight as 
possible, check to see if the plug is removed from the opening on the bottom 
of the cannister, and place the cannister in the small compartment of the carrier 
sO that ite bottom rests against the wooden blocks, they tuck in the headband 
and lace within the mask and stow it in the large compartment of the carrier. 


The procedures are repeated by the numbers, and then in their entirety. 


The second part of the drill is bringing the gas mask to the "travelling" 
and “ready” positions. 


The “travelling” position-=place the carrier strap across the left shoulder 
80 that the carrier itself with the gas mask is on the right side with the 
flap on the outside. Using the movable buckle, adjust the length of the 
shoulder strap so that the upper edge of the carrier is at waist level; un- 
fasten the carrier flap. 


On the command "Gas Mask Ready!" the students move the carrier with the gas 
mask forward somewhat, open the flap, take out the belt strap, wind it 
around the waist, and tie the end to the front ring of the carrier. Those 
youngsters who have the Mark DP-6M and PDF-7 gas masks with the short con- 
necting hose move the carrier to the chest for the “ready” position. 


The procedures are repeated several times, first slowly, and then at an ac- 
celerated rate. 


4. Donning and removing the gas mask and staying in it. 


First, the procedure for changing the gas mask from the "ready" to the "com- 
bat” position is worked out at a slow rate. 


The teacher attentively sees that everyone puts on the gas mask correctly and 
in the correct sequence: they hold their breath and close the eyes; with- 
out hurrying, they remove the gas mask from the carrier and take the temple 
straps and those for the back of the head with both hands so that the thumbs 
are facing inward. Then, bringing the lower part of the mask to the chin, 
they draw the mask to the face, placing the straps for the back of the head 
behind the ears; the goggles should be opposite the eyes. After this, they 
exhale sharply, renew breathing, and open their eyes. Misalignment of the 
mask is eliminated: the straps for the beck of the head are tightened so 
that the mask lies tightly against the face. 


On the command “Remove Gas Mask!" the pupils take the valve canister with the 
left hand, pull the mask downward lightly, and remove it by moving the hand 
forward and upward. 








To facilitate actions, the pupile can put the gas mask on at first with their 
eyes open, 


All procedures are repeated by the numbers, and then as 4 whole, at least 
two to three times. 


The drill ende by remaining in the gas mask for up to five minutes. 
5, Consolidating skills in donning and staying in the gas mask. 


The teacher, in demonstrating by the numbers, recalls how to put on the gas 
mask quickly and correctly (in 25-30 seconds). The pupile drill. Then they 
work out staying in the gas mask for 8-10 minutes (of them, 3 in motion). 
Here, main attention is paid to observing the breathing regime. It is neces- 
sary to see that it is calm and deep. 


6, Working out practical actions on the signals "Air Alarm" and "Cease Air 
Alarm.” 


By voice or in a tape recording, the teacher gives the signal "Air Alarn." 
The pupils take the gas masks (respirators) in accordance with their sizes, 
get dressed in the coatroom, form up in a column, and set off for the pro- 
tective structure at the quick step with the teacher. They occupy the places 
which were indicated earlier without fuss and noise. Here, everyone observes 
the established order for behavior. No one moves about in the shelter or 
leaves it without the teacher's permission. Everone keeps his individual 
protective equipment at the ready. 


Actions in the shelter (cover) can be repeated. In passing, the teacher 
poses questions on the order in occupying it and the rules of behavior. 


After the signal “Cease Air Alarm,” with the permission of the teacher the 
children leave in an organized manner and set off for school. The return 
trip can be made while in gas masks for no more than five minutes. 


Oo returning to the classroom, the youngsters wipe the gas masks (respirators) 
dry, place them in the carrier (packet), and turn them in for storage. 


We have tvuid briefly about drills with pupils in the second grade. Subse- 
quently, planned civil defense lessons will be conducted with them when they 
become fifth graders. But the skills which have been acquired should not be 
forgotten during studies in the third and fourth grades. A continuat‘on of 
drills is envisaged for this (four to five during each school year, each 
with a duration of 15-20 minutes during non-classroom time). 


The goal of the drills for the third and fourth grades is to improve the 
skills of the schoolchildren, gradually attain the accomplishment of pro- 
cedures ina shorter time (14-17 seconds), and increase the stay time in in- 
dividual protective equipment (up to 15-20 minutes) to include while moving 
(up to 10-15 minutes). 








In organizing the drills, the teacher (class leader) is concerned about 
attuning the youngsters toward additional lessons in civil defense. Elements 
of competition and games should be introduced in each drill for the older 
children, The teacher must have the ability to give clear commands in the 
course of the drills and to demonstrate the accomplishment of all procedures 
by the numbers and as 4 whole as well as at @ slow and rapid rate. The 
pupils gradually become accustomed to reacting quickly to the teacher's 
demands. As a result, all this provides a favorable pedagogical effect, 
tightens discipline, and develops a sense of comradely mutual assistance. 


The methodological recommendations on drills with the younger schoolchildren 
are being worked out in 4 more detailed exposition, and for the present this 
article will help the teachers in some measure. 
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[Article by N. Aleksandrov: "Ventilating Shelters") 


[Text] On lessons with the personnel of the shelter and cover services, one 
can hear the following question rather often: when and under what conditions 
should the protective structure be ventilated. 


The widely known "test" with a can of water which should be kept on the 
shelter floor for an hour and then carried outside is inadequate. And really, 
does everyone want to sit near the can on a summer's night (according to ex- 
isting recommendations, from 2400 to 0600 hours) and see whether or not it 
sweats? 


The proposed table permits a rapid answer to the question which has been 
posed. Its calculation was conducted in the following order. 


We designate: 


P,; and P,,--the partial pressure of the water vapor contained in the air 
and the partial pressure of the saturated water vapor with temperature T) 
outside the shelter; 


Po and Pgo--the same, but with temperature To in the shelter. 


The relative humidity of the outside air H=P,/P,,°100 percent. Its greatest 
value should be such that the relative humidity in the shelter after ventila- 
tion Po/P,o'100 percent proves to be equal to the maximum permissible--75 
percent. 
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With natural ventilation the pressure in the shelter should equal atmospheric 
pressure. In other words, a change in the condition of the air in the shel- 
ter occurs with a constant (atmospheric) pressure, The partial pressure of 
the water vapor which becomes a component of it also remains constant: P)#Pp, 
But under the condition P)*H percent of P., and Po* 75 percent of Pap. Hence, 
He75(P.o/P.3). 


The values of P,) and P.» are taken to an accuracy of hundredths of 4n mm He 
from the book by 8. M. Yavorskiy and A, A, Pinskiy, "Osnovy fiziki" [Prin- 
ciples of Physics) (Vol 1, 1969, p 430), 





The table has been recalculated with the use of the Mendeleyev-Clapeyron 
equation for two states (masses) of air in the shelter's volume with given 
temperatures T) and Tp. In addition, it was checked against meteorological 
reference books. The same results were obtained in all cases. 


Now, several practical recommendations. 


In winter, a small amount of water vapor is contained in cold air. Landing 
in a heated room, such air is heated and its relative humidity decreases. 
This permits ventilating the shelter with a high relative humidity of the 
outside air, but no higher than 90 percent; otherwise, moisture will pre- 
cipitate on parts of interior equipment which have been cooled in the course 
of ventilation. Furthermore, so as not to cool the premises greatly, it is 
expedient to ventilate them during the day, when it is warmer, with brief in- 
tervals. One should refrain from ventilating with a temperature of -20°C or 
lower. 


In the summer, after the heat has been turned off, the temperature in the 
shelter may prove to be lower than on the street. As is known, even with a 
low relative humidity warm air contains much water vapor. When it lands in 
a cool room, its relative humidity increases and moisture may condense on 
the walls and interior cquipment. In striving to avoid this, as a rule, use 
is made of tables which indicate the time of day most favorable for ventila- 
tion in the spring, summer, fall, and winter. However, they do not exclude 
the danger of over-humidification since they do not consider the relative 
humidity of the outside air. 


The recommended table does not have this shortcoming and, it is believed, it 
is expedient to include it among the mandatory documents of the shelter. 
Using it, it is easy to establish that, for example, if the temperature of 
the outside air is 18°C and the temperature in the shelter is 11°C, ventila- 
tion is rossible with a relative humidity no higher than 47 percent. Only in 
this case will the relative humidity of the air in the shelter not exceed the 
norm after ventilation. 


This table is also suitable for determining the possibilities of ventilating 
any other premises (basement warehouses, vegetable storage bins, and 
so forth). If the maximum permissible relative humidity after ventilation 
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differs from 75 percent (we designate it in H percent), the maximum values 
of relative humidity of the outside air which are presented in the table 
should be multiplied by the factor H/75,

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[Article: "Visual Aids on Civil Defense"| 


[Text] The "Prosveshcheniye" [Education] Publishing House has published a 
visual training aid, "Tablitsy po grazhdanskoy oborone" [Civil Defense Tables) 
for the ninth grade of general educational schools. The set includes 16 
tables and a methodological handbook for their use in the educational process. 
The authors of the tables are N. Vitrenko and S. Semenov, and of the methodo- 
logical handbook--A. Averin and I. Shostak. 


Until recently, the general educational schools experienced a shortage of 
aids to instruct the school children in civil defense and to prepare the 
military instructors themselves for the lessons. So the publication of this 
edition, although it does not completely solve the problem of visual aids in

the general educational schools, reduces ite urgency to some degree. More- 
over, it will provide the opportunity to the ministries of education of the 
union republics to publish additional copies of these tables or to publish 
tables similar to them in order to provide all schools with visual aids. 


From the list of table titles, it is evident that they embrace primarily al) 
subjects and training problems in the civil defense program for senior class 
atudente. 


Table 1 reflects the basic civil defense taske and measures. It presents a 
civil defense organizational diagram for the general educational school which 
corresponds to the first subject of the instruction program. 


Tables 2 and 5 show the types of nuclear burste and casualty-causing factors 
of nuclear weapons, 4 nuclear-stricken center, zones of destruction, groups 
of toxic agents by their types of action on the human organism and means of 
protection against them, and chemical and bacteriological stricken areas. 

It is recommended that these tables be used when studying the subject "charac- 
teristics of weapons of mass destruction used by the armies of the imperialist 
states." 


Tables 6-12 reflect the content of the subject "Defense against weapons of 
mass destruction.” In this regard, on the first lesson it is necessary to 
use tables 6 and 7 since they depict shelters which stand separately and are 
built in, an underground structure which has been adapted as a shelter, anti- 
radiation cover of timber with a roof of ferroconcrete slabs, a basement and 
cellar which have been adapted for antiradiation cover, and very simple 
cover--open and covered slit trenches. 


Tables 6 and 9 correspond to the content of the second lesson. They provide 
filtering gas masks, respirators, very simple ways to protect the respira- 
tory organs and the skin, and an individual first-aid kit and individual 
antichemical packet. 


Table 10 which graphically shows the procedure for evacuating and dispersing 
the population is devoted to the third lesson on this subject. 


The rules of behavior and actions of people in stricken areas and zones of 
radioactive contamination are shown in tables 11 and 12 which should be used 
on the fourth lesson of the third subject in the program of instruction. 


Tables 13 and 14 provide an impression of instruments for radiation and chemi- 
cal reconnaissance--the DP-5A radiometer-roentgenmeter and the VPKhR [chemi- 
cal agent detector]. They should be used when studying the fourth subject. 


Table 15 shows the actions of the scouts in the conduct of reconnaissance in 
a stricken (contaminated) area. Table 16 is devoted to rescue work. These 
tables are intended for showing during the study of the fifth and sixth sub- 
jects. 
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The methodological handbook tells in detail how to use each table in a prac- 
tical manner on lessons with the pupils. 


The new training aid unquestionably will help the military instructors to 
conduct civil defense lessons with the pupils of the senior classes with 
better quality. 


The "Nedra" [Mineral Resources) Publishing House is publishing an album of 45 
postersthis year, "The Civil Defense Fire-Fighting Service," which corres- 
ponds to the program for the special training of fire-fighting service for- 
mations. 


The posters tell about the purvose and missions of the service, casualty- 
causing factors of nuclear and incendiary weapons, and instruments for 
radiation and chemical :econnaissance and monitoring radioactive irradiation. 


Illustrations in the set which reflect emergency fire prevention measures 
are well selected. Equipment which is employed to fight mass fires in cities 
and at installatious of the national economy are shown. 


Several posters are devoted to procedures in combat operations of fire- 
fighting sections when eliminating the aftereffects of a nuclear strike and 
to methods for the medical processing of personnel, degassing, and decon- 
tamination. 


A prominent place is alloted to rendering first aid to personnel with traumas, 
wounds, burns, poisoning, frostbite, and so forth. The authors also give re- 
commendations on setting up tents to accomodate the personnel of the fire- 
fighting formations under field conditions when extinguishing prolonged fires 
in forests and peat bogs. 


The album will be a useful aid not only in training the personnel of the 
fire-fighting formations of installations of the national economy. It can 
also be used to equip civil defense offices (classrooms), corners, and 
displays.

(Text | The further that time moves the terrible years of the last war from 
us, the greater and broader the immortal exploit of the Soviet people and 
their armed forces appears to us. The victory over fascist Germany is an 
unfading heroic chapter in the chronicles of our motherland, Under the 
leadership of the Communist Party, the Soviet people and their army defended 
the freedom and independence of the first socialist state in the world, 
accomplished a great liberation mission, and carried out their international 
duty with honor. The great friendship and fraternal alliance of the nation- 
alities in the country of the soviets were one of the most important factors 
in the victory over the shock forces of imperialism --a victory which was of 
world-wide historical importance. Their monolithic solidarity and readiness 
to sacrifice themselves in the name of defending October's accomplishments 
convincingly confirmed the invincibliness of our multinational state and its 
armed forces and the vitality and creativity of the Leninist nationality

In preparing for the treacherous invasion, the Hitlerite generals carefully 
and scrupulously calculated the ratio of tanks, aircraft, artillery, armed 
man-units, raw material stocks, and military industrial potential. They 
gloatingly set their hopes on the advantage of a surprise attaca. However,

The suddenness of the attack by the fascists who threw the entire might of 
their forces -- which had been prepared in advance -- against the Soviet 
Union, posed the urgent task of considerably enlarging the army and supply- 
ing it with everything necessary for the successful conduct of military opera- 
tions.

The people's volunteer corps was an important source of replacements for the 
active army. People, who were not subject to induction into the army but 

who desired with their whole hearte to fight the enemy, joined ite ranks. 

This famous patriotic movement arose on the initiative of the people of 
Leningrad who gave the motherland 10 people's volurteer corps divisions. It 
quickly spread to the cities of the Russian Federation and to the other Soviet 
republics, During the summer and fall of 1941, about 60 people's volunteer 
corps division and 200 separate regiments were created with the help of local 
party organizations. Their overall number reached almost two million fighting 
men. Many of the people's volunteer corps formations later became regular 
unite and large units. Fighter battalions,Worker Guards battalions, and party- 
Soviet aktiv detachments were formed at the same time, 


The partisan movement in the enemy rear was truly a universal struggle. It 
developed--in accordance with the Communist Party's call--on the territories 
temporarily occupied by the fascists. By the end of 1943, there were more 
than a million armed partisans and underground members, It was indeed a 
second front in the struggle against the fascist invaders. The great force of 
the people's friendship was shown in the scope of the partisan movement. 


Representatives of more than 60 of our country's nationalities were in the 
partisan large units and detachments of the Ukraine. Among the people's

They pase over li) silence the fact 
that ardent Soviet patriotien, passionate love for the motherland and burn- 
ing hatred for ite enemies were the motive force which led people to the 
selfless struggle against the Recist invaders both at the front and in the 
rear, 


The invincible friendship of the peopie and ite might were important factors 
for victory in the decisive battles of the war. The fact that the cradle 
of the revolution «= the olty of Leningrad «-- endured a fierce and cruel 
blockade for 900 days and nights was possible only thanks to the fact that 
the entire country and the people of all the Soviet republics were with it, 
The workers of Kagakhetan, having sent 130 railroad cars with gifte and food 
to Leningrad, asked it to accept the hand of friendship and help as a great 
desire to speed up the victory over the enemy.

WNo one 
will ever break the blood ties of our friendship with the great city of 
Lenin.” 


When the armored fascist hor.-s approached the capital of our motherland -- 
Moscow, all Soviet people defended it with might and main. Bchelons with 
new unite and large unite rushed to Moscow from the Par Bast, the Urals, 
Kagakhstan, and Central Asia. Weapons, equipment, individual equipment, 
and food sent from fraternal republics arrived in an endless stream, Here 
on the approaches to the capital near the siding of Dubosekovo, 28 hero 
Panfilo itee who staunchly barred the path of fascist tanks marched into 
immorte lity from the snow-covered trenches, Politica) instructor V,

The workers of Kagakhetan, Aserbaijan, Tadzhikistan, Georgia, and other union 
and autonomous republics sent such letter orders to the front. Their discuss- 
ion in active army unite and subunits took the shape of a thrilling demonstra- 
tion of the friendship between the fighting men of all nationalities, and 
filled them with enthusiasm to defeat the enemy. 


The House of Pavlov became a symbol of the unified military family of 
Stalingrad's defenders, This was a four-story building, held by a group of 
Soviet fighting men of various nationalities under the command of a Russian 
sergeant, Ya. F. Pavlov, which was plotted on the Soviet command's map, The 
defense of this building lasted 56 days. The fascists plastered it with fire 
from machine guns and automatic weapons and sent tanks into the attack, How- 
ever, the garrison did noteurrender, The note "fortress" appeared on Paulus’ 
personal map. Among those defending this position were Russians -- A. P, 
Alekeandrov, I. F. Afanas'yev, and I. V¥. Voronov; Ukrainians -- V, 5S, 
Glushehenko and P, I, Dovahenko; the Georgian -- N. G, Mosiashvili; the 
Usbek -- M, Turdyyev; the Kazakh -- T. Murgayev; the Tadghik -- K, Turgunov; 
the Tatar -- F, Z, Romaganov; the Abkhazian -- A. Sukby; and others, 


The Stalingrad victory, which marked the beginning of a radical turn in the 
course of the war, was gained by all the people of our country. Comrade 

L. I. Breghnev underscored this thought when unveiling the memorial ensemble 
to the heroes of the battle on the Volga. He said: “If the sons of Russia, 
the Ukraine, Belorussia, the Baltic, the Caucasus, Siberia, Kazakhstan, and 
Central Asia had not stood shoulder to shoulder in the trenches of Stalingrad, 
there would have been no Stalingr@i victory.”

Day is now observed in an atmosphere of high political and work enthusaism 
evoked by the decisions of the November (1979) CPSU Central Committee 

Plenum and the second session of the USSR Supreme Soviet's Tenth Convocation, 
which were an important stage on the path of building communism, In his 
address to the party's Central Committee plenum, comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
pointed out that since the beginning of the five-year plan, we-- in implement- 
ing the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress -- have made considerable progress 
in developing the national economy, raising the people's material and cultur- 
al living standards further, and strengthening our country's defensive 
capabilities. 


Soviet fighting men are proud of the remarkable achievements of their people 
and the subsequent growth in the might of our socialist state. The decisions 
of the CPSU Central Committee Plenum and the USSR Supreme Soviet session are 
inspired by armed forces personnel to achieve even higher frontiers in combat

After the end of the Second World War, the imperialist powers spread hostile 
propaganda againet the USSR, unleashed the so-called "cold war", and began 

to call openly for a “crusade” against the first socialist state in the world 
and for "preventive" strikes against it using nuclear weapons, The aerial 
attack systems of the capitalist countries were improved with great intensity, 
Their shock power particularly grew after they were equipped with nuclear 
weapons. A chain of military bases and bridgeheads was created around the 
Soviet Union and the socialist countries, 


Under these conditions, the Communist Party and the Soviet government, <- in 
continuing their immutable policy of struggling for peace --ware forced to 

be concerned with improving the defensive capabilities of our socialist state 
and the combat might of the army and navy, Based on a thorough study of the 
lessons and combat experience of the last war, the improvement of the weapons, 
combat equipment and organizational structure of the USSR armed forces cont- 
inued and combat and operational training was improved, 


During the postwar period, new tasks faced the Air Defense Forces, In effect, 
air defense acquired very important significance and became one of the prin- 
ary factors in the country's defensive capabilities which were called upon 

to defeat an air enemy in the event of a surprise attack and thereby ensure 
the vital activity of our socialist state and its armed forces, 


Considering the capabilities of the aerial attack systems in the most devel- 
oped capitalist countries, we took the necessary steps to create new air 
defense equipment and to improve air defense systems and organizational forns, 
As a result of this, the country's air defense acquired greater depth and 
became multi-echeloned and more mobile. This permits exerting influence 
consistently on the enemy with a build-up of effort throughout the depth of 
his probable penetration, 


During the Fifties, air defense fighter aviation was re-equipped with jet 
fighters, and air defense artillery was equipped with new air defense artill- 
ery complexes. Air warning forces were armed with radar equipment and began 
to be called radic technical troops. At the same time, work was performed 
to actually create qualitatively new types of weapons -- air defense missile 
complexes, 


Substantial organizational changes also took place during this time. The Air 
Defense Forces became an independent branch of the USSR armed forces, Their 
centralized control was given in 1954 to an Air Defense Forces commander-- 

a deputy USSR minister of defense, The Moscow and Baku Air Defense Districts 
were created, and other organizational steps were taken, All this permitted 
the air defenses of our socialist state to be strengthenedat all levels, The 
Air Defense Forces became constantly combat ready troops who were called upon 
to be in this condition even during peacetime so that they can begin carrying 
out critical combat missions rapidly. 


During the radical change in military affairs, qualitatively new combat equip- 
ment entered the armament of the Air Defense Forces, They are now equipped

with modern air attack warning systems, powerful air defense missiles, and 
aviation and radar equipment capable of detecting and destroying existing 
and future targets at various altitudes, in bad weather, under heavy enemy 
radio-electronic countermeasures, and on the far approaches to the defended 
objective, Automated systems for controlling the troops have received every 
possible development, As was pointed out during the 25th CPSU Congress, "no 
one should have any doubt that our party will do everything so that the 
glorious armed forces of the Soviet Union will henceforth have available 
all the systems needed to carry out their responsible task -- to be a guard 
over the peaceful work of the Soviet people and a bulwark of general peace," 


The personnel have also changed qualitatively. All the military training 
inetitutes of the Air Defense Forces (two academies and 11 schools) are only 
preparing officer personnel with a higher education. Up to 70 percent of 
the young soldiers arrive in units with an institute, technical school or 
secondary school behind them, Fighting men in almost 400 military technical 
specialties service the complicated combat equipment and weapons. They are 
persistent in learning to wage battle. 


The results of the last training year are a convincing witness to this, The 
personnel of the Air Defense Forces achieved considerable successes. An 
absolute majority of the units and subunits in the air defense missile 
forces, who took part in tactical exercises with the launching of live 
missiles at the range, carried them out with a "good" and “excellent” rating. 
The majority of air defense fighter aviation units received high ratings for 
firing. The fighting men in the radio technical forces improved their abil- 
ity to solve tasks in radar surveillance and in supporting the combat opera- 
tions of air defense missile forces and air defense fighter aviation. Many 
units and subunits achieved the high title of “excellent”. Among the pro- 
gressive ones are the troop collectives which Maj Yu. Permyakov, Maj V. 
Popkov and Ener-Sr Lt A. Karpov head. A high level of organization and 
combat readiness is typical of these units and subunits. 


It is known that combat readiness embraces all aspects of the Air Defense 
Forces’ life and activity and reflects the level of combat training, of 

unit and subunit teamwork,of the personnel's ideological and political indoc- 
trination, and of their moral, psychological and physical training achieved 
by them. The performance of a combat watch occupies a special place in the 
Air Defense Forces' combat readiness. It is the performance of a combat 
mission of national importance. The on-duty subunits of missilemen, fliers, 
and radar operators are vigilantly performing a combat watch and are always 
ready to carry out the combat mission assigned to them at any moment without 
delay. 


The complicated international situation demands high vigilance and combat 
readiness from air defense troops. Today, reactionary imperialist circles 
are stirring up speeches against relaxations, trying to change the ratio of 
forces in their favor, and building up the arms race. The broad militar- 
istic program put forward in the United States and the decision adopted by 
NATO's December session on deploying medium range missiles in some countries 
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of Western Burope testify to this. The address by J, Carter, the president 
of the United States, in the American Congress was imbued with the spirit 
of the “cold war," Washington's hegemonistic claims to world leadership 
from a position of strength sounded anew in it, The measures recently 
adopted by the U.S, administration in the area of Soviet-American relations 
cannot be assessed other than as hostile to the interests of peace, 


In replying to questions from a correspondent of the newspaper PRAVDA, L. I. 
Brezhnev emphasized: "It has clearly been seen for some time that the ruling 
circles of the United States and some other NATO countries have adopted a 
course hostile to the cause of relaxation, a course for heating up an arns 
race Which leads to increasing the military danger. The beginning of this 
was in 1978 during the May session of the NATO Council in Washington when 
an automatic increase in the military budgets of its member nations up to 
the end of the Twentieth Century was approved, The militaristic tendencies 
in U.S. policy have recently also found reflection in the speeding up of 
new long-term arms programs; the creation of new military bases far from the 
borders of the United States, including in the Near Bast and in the area of 
the Indian Ocean; and the formation of a so-called ‘rapid reaction force’ 
-- the instrument of a military intervention policy." 


The Maoist leadership of China is coming out as a direct accomplice of 
imperialism, It is conducting a great power, hegemonistic policy which is 
hostile to the cause of peace and socialism, 


In such a situation, the CPSU and the Soviet state were forced to strengthen 
our country's defensive capabilities and its armed forces, Their strengthen- 
ing and improvement is a complicated and all-embracing process in which 
there is no and cannot be any stagnation. 


During these days of strenuous winter training, socialist competition under 
the slogan, “Sacredly carry out Leninist precepts, improve combat and pol- 
{tical training, increase vigilance, always be ready to defend the motherland 
and the great accomplishments of socialism,” is being spread among the Air 
Defense Forces just as among all the branches of the armed forces, The 

air defense missile regiment, where Lt Col G. Klimentov is the commander and 
Lt Col I. Yashchenko is the political section chief, appeared as the initiat- 
or among the Air Defense Forces, The missilemen have called upon all air

(Text ] I remember those days in detail, The practice of the military naval 
school students was coming to an end when Valentin Lyashenko and his friends 
were charged with making diagrams, graphs and tables. Five minutes of the 
hour, it seemed an extremely commonplace class to the engineers who supposed 
that only mechanisms and instruments were worthy of their attention, How- 
ever, when they began to work, they were carried away. Once the political 
section chief looked into the room where they were working on the next 
table. He watched for awhile, turned over the pages of the album i: which 
the sketches had been skilfully executed, and said: 


"I would like to suggest that you test yourself once again in this task. 
Sketches of the memorial which will be erected in our garrison in honor of 
North Sea submariners, heroes of the Great Patriotic War, are needed. There 


are quite a number of different proposals. Try your strenght...." 


They spent many days in the “throes of creation". All the same they prepar- 
ed the sketches, passed them on to the political section and left for school. 
During these days, I became acquainted with Valentin Lyashenko. I did not 
know then that I would serve together with him for many years. The sketch 
worked up by Valentin evoked different opinions and arguments. However, 
concerning this-- a little bit later, 


+++ Capt -Lt V. Lyashenko, the secretary of the ship's Komsomol organization, 
left the commander's cabin downcast. His spirit was heavy. It was always 
this way when he wanted to do something big and important and couldn't. He 
understood: He still had very much to learn about the art of working with 
people; these skills are not given along with an engineer diploma. 


The officer tarried on the piers, The wind tore at the flaps of his jacket 
with strength, and covered him with its cold breath. In something like a 
moment, the happy thought flashed across his mind: "Soon I will be at sea:" 
And went out. He only remembered a conversation held during a meeting of 
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the Komsomol bureau. He fell to thinking. The con ation concerned 
Komsomol member V, Moiseyenko: as usual he failed the examination for 
permission to work on his own, They talked about the young officer a lot 
and at times sharply; it seemed that some people had lost their patience, 
There Was even the intent to decommission the lieutenant to shore, Fortun- 
ately, however, the commander did not suppore the proposal, There is today, 
And if Moiseyenko again does badly? "What is there to do?" the secretary 
aSked himself, "Yes, it 1s not easy to work with Moiseyenko. However, 

any success in working with people is not a simple matter, Remember,,.." 


And Valentin remembered, 


At the time he had just arrived on the boat, All the vacated positions had 
been filled and those that they suggested did not cause any satisfaction in 
Lyashenko, However, there was no choice, He took an assignment on a boat 
Which faced plant overhaul, At the time when his classmates were accumula- 
ting "real" service experience on ocean cruises, the officer handled diesels 
and electric motors with the sailors and plant worlers., At the time one 
of his friends expressed sympathy for him: 


"Lyashenko is not lucky, He was one of the first ones in school, but they 
gave a position -- I would'nt be in his place," 


From that time rumors spread about him as about an individual who is not 
lucky in service, Valentin himself was hurt badly. Many of those, whom 

he met now and then on shore, had quite frequently turned to him for help 
during school, And now they carelessly injured him: "You sit all the 

time, are you waiting for the weather? I am just back from a cruise, It 
blew about, but -- as you see--I am whole." And in farewell: "Well, until 
we meet on the ocean meridian," Nevertheless, the resentment passed quickly. 


Always critically inclined toward himself, Lyashenko could not fail to admit 
that everything that had happened to him was not so sad. Service everywhere 
is interesting if you surrender yourself completely to it. 


They appointed the lieutenant a compartment commander, He became acquainted 
with the team petty officer, Wu [ michman | S. Bykov who possessed a lot of 
experience, but as they maintained, an individual with a difficult nature. 
At first, relations were not very good, Once when working on a ship surviv- 
ability exercise, Lyashenko who was carefully watching the officer sternly 
asked; 


"Comrade warrant officer, why aren't you yourself training?" 


The compartment petty officer looked at the commander in surprise for a 
moment. Was the officer joking? He answered seriously: 


"I am in command, comrade lieutenant.” 


The officec wanted to remind the petty officer, 








When @ wave gushes into a compartment, experienced hands are worth their 
Weight in gold, However, he said nothing like this to the petty officer, 
he only said calmly: 


"We will train together with the sailors, You and I,...." 


During the first training session on donning individual protective equipment, 
the petty officer did not manage to do it in the standard time, He immed- 
lately gave the appearance that he Was in no hurry, However, having looked 
in embarrasement at the lieutenant who was explaining something to a short 
sailor, he took a breath on the ely: "I was embarrassed; I must train}...." 


Later, the petty officer will recall these training sessions more than once 
with a kind word, One day at sea, a plug on one of the systems was pulled 
out during an exercise at a great depth. Incoming water gushed into the 
compartment, Bykov only heard a sharp blow behind his back and saw how the 
compartment filled with fog in an instant--the water atomized as it hit 

the gone of low pressure, It was not simple to determine where the hole was 
and what ite dimensions were, Moreover, it affected one like whiskey; a 
kind of sluggishness appeared, However, the skills developed and reinforced 
until automatic did not let him down, He put on his individual breathing 
equipment and began working. The trouble was eliminated in a very short 
time. The officer was satisfied with the petty officer's actions, 


Soon after this event, Lyashenko was elected secretary of the ship's 
Komsomol organization, Of course, the trust made him happy but the job 
demanded that he roll up his sleeves and begin working -- the more so since 
the speeches of the commander and political worker during the neeting to 
hear reports and elect officials had opened the secretary's eyes to many 
problems which had to be solved, For example, the Komsomol aktiv will thin 
out with the departure of seamen and petty officers released into the reser- 
ves, New men, whom one must teach -- yes teach -- and to whon a lot is 
still not clear, will come to replace them, Not all Komsomol members serve 
industriously. What to begin with and how best organize his work? 


With these thoughts Lyashenko went to a member of the ship's party bureau, 
I, Shonin, whom he knew in school, They finished the same faculty, only 
Shonin had completed it two years earlier, They were somewhat acquainted 
in the school and they met on the boat like old friends. He turned to him 
for advice, The ship's deputy commander for political affairs was in the 
cabin at the time. Lyashenko was embarrased at first but decided to talk 
to them frankly about everything and to ask how things should be and what 
should be done, 


Having listened to the Komsomol leader, both the political worker and the 
member of the bureau recommended that he first of all thoroughly study the 
people and entice them into the passionate work, Life itself prompts this 
work. For example, it is now hurrying up the repairs and tne ship's 

departure on a cruise, 








Lyashenko kept an attentive eye on the men, He felt that they were also 
getting accustomed to him: What, they say, are you--our new seoretary-like? 
A large discussion about What the organisation could do to shorten the tine 
of the boat's stay at the plant was held during the very firet Komsomol 
meeting. The discussion took place in an energetic manner, The Komsomol 
members made quite a few sensible proposals which received the commander's 
approval. Thie inspired everyone, They worked without sparing any effort 
and forgetting about rest, Of course, it was not the meeting alone which 
played a role in the fact that the young seamen began to display diligence 
ani activity in work, The Komaomo] bureau headed by Lyashenko imposed high 
demands on the Komsaomo] members and saw to it that they regarded the task 
with complete responsibility. 


Only, everything did not go all right and smoothly. On the very first 
cruise Smn V. Petrik grossly violated discipline while performing watch. 
On the spot, the “defenders” of the gulltya@e found the right word to say 
during the Komsomol meeting which was held right after the shift. The argu- 
ments advanced were wel] known, As they say, the comrade was tired and his 
post was not particularly important. Lyashenko listened and thought about 
What he should do. He understood: There remained only several days witil 
the return to base, and the closeness of the cruise's completion dampened 
the men's ardor somewhat, A danger was hidden in this. He, the secretary, 
now had to say something important and sting the men to the quick--to speak 
so that they would understand: We are talking about a large and important 
thing. 


The Komsomol members pricked up their ears at the very first words of the 
secretary. He began from afar with examples from the Great Patriotic War 
when each submariner's discipline and high sense of responsibility helped 
to defeat the enemy. And for a weakening, a neglect of their duty, people 
paid with their dearest possession -- their life. 


The officer said: "A submariner cannot -- he has no right to -- weaken, 
The ocean's depths do not forgive any false steps and these false steps 
can also cost many lives, 


The secretary talked about people who serve on a modern missile carrying 
submarine where the success of performing any task depends on each military 
seaman. 


These words seemingly are well known to everyone, but spoken on the occass- 
lon of the specific improper action by the Komsomol member they were taken 
closely to heart by all who heard them, and they forced each one to think 
about his own conduct during the cruise and his attitude toward the per- 
formance of a combat watch. 


However, as it is said, time and again he does not manage. The secretary 
did not always manage to find an approach to some Komsomol member or other. 
Let us recall that same Moiseyenko. More than once, both Lyashenko and 
other officers had offered their help to their colleague, explaining to him 








the way to act in this or that situation. So much effort -- for nothing, 
So much trouble and in response -- what a serene amile from Moiseyenko, 


Tt seems that he le always so emiling and calm as if no one's words and 
exhortations would offend him, Lyashenko spent quite a bit of effort so 
that the officer would not have this nonchalance and indifference toward 
the collective's work, Once he suggested that his colleague carry out a 
Konsomol assignment -- be refused; “I have no talent.” 


The worde darted from Lyashenko in a fit of tempers “Perhaps this very 
talent is not sufficient for genuine service?" 


"That is not for me to judge.” 

"Then we will judge,” 

"Who are ‘we'?" 

"If you would like I, the secretary of the Komsomol organigation, to whon 
you and the other Komsomol members gave your vote and empowered to judge 
you just ae you have a right to judge me. I judge as follows: I am very 
sorry for the person whose place you took at one time in a school, Perhaps, 
he would have been better than you ...." 

Moiseyenko had not expected such a turn of affairs. 


“How could you?! What am I -- a lost soul? No, I will prove that all of 
you are mistaken in your opinion of me, You will take your words back.” 


“Happily, if you will change this opinion of yourself,” 


Not much time had passed since that conversation. Valentin already wonder- 
ed whether he had “gone too far." Tormented by this thought, he at one time 
dropped in on officer Shishkov, Moiseyenko's immediate superior, and inquired 
how things were going with the young officer, They talked. 





"It seems to me that changes have been noticed in him -- changes for the 
better. He has become serious. He came to me and in plain terms asked 
whether I had the same opinion of him as you. He told me about your opinion 
of him. I had to point out that a man is not judged by his words but by 
his actions, And your actions, as they say, do not always characterize you 
in the best way.” 


"If so, we will think about actions.” 


Most likely, these words were already unnecessary. Because of small but 
clearly oticeable good changes the commander understood: Moiseyenko will 
serve in the right way. And so it turned out. His name began to figure 


ever more frequently among the names of progressive people during the summing 
up of competition results and in the commander's orders, 
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One evening, Moiseyenko dropped in on the secretary, He glanced sadly at 
Lyashenko who Was at the time pulling some drawings from a bulky album, He 
asked softly: 


"You have not anawered me, comrade captain-lieutenant, Why you think | am 
incapable of service on a submarine? From childhood, I have wanted to live 
on the sea,..." 


"Prom childhood, No-- 1 do not know, However, I now see that you are gradua- 
lily falling 111 with it; your interest in service has awakened," 


Moiseyenko's face broke into a smile, He glanced at the album and then at 
Lyashenko who finished with this. 


"The old words -- remember? -- I take them back.” 
They firmly shook each other's hand, 


Moiseyenko bent over the drawings. Noticing a signature on each one of 
them, he was surprised, 


"You d@naw?" 
"Sometimes," 


Moiseyenko took a small drawing of a monument -- a submarine departing for 
a distant ocean, A flag,extended in the wind, flapped triumphantly on it. 


"Just a minute, is that the same monument which we have on the left of the 
road leading into the camp? And you?" "As you see,..." 


Valentin briefly related how during on-the-job training here at this base, 

it had been suggested to some students that they make a drawing of a monument 
to North Sear heroes. He had also taken part in it at the time, And now he 
said: 


"Both you and 1 have taken an oath to these heroes, We swore to be faithful 
to their traditions. Here it is necessary to serve excellently and never 
do anything to insult their sacred memory...." 


»++The ships isnear the sea-wall, On the pier, two ranks of seamen are 
lined up facing each other, The commands ring out solemnly. Hands meet in 
handshakes, Thus takes place the transfer of the combat posts by seamen, 

who are departing for the reserves, to their young comrades, The ship's 
Komsomol members also participate in this solemn ceremony. They thought up 
the form for the passing and acceptance of the combat posts and supervision, 
This passing crowned the work of Komsomo] members who had helped the command- 
er to train and indoctrinate the seamen. The help was made up of very many 
elements. A new man comes to the post--the section commander teaches him 
his military job. The Komsomol aktiv also has quite a few concerns. Many 
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of the Komsomol members’ suggestions helped the commander to improve the 
quality of the young submariners' training. The activists also carefully 
studied the work of the so-called "middle link"--those submariners who had 
already received a certain qualification and now had to raise and improve 
their skill, They heard, for example, the reports of Komsomol members Ye, 
Sadom and V, Shlyakhtin, conducted raids, checked the preparations for 
classes on a specialty and the make-up of handbooks, and analyzed the 
Komsomol members' participation in the competition for best combat post 

and best specialist. Very likely, the following words of the ship's command- 
er were the highest rating for the work performed by the Komsomol members, 


"Quite a bit of credit for the fact that our boat achieved high indicators 
in combat and political training is due to the combat helpers--the Komsomol 
members ," 


++» Once when beginning the difficult secretarial duties, Lyashenko frankly 
admitted; 


"I am somewhat scared, but I think -- I will manage. If he likes the job-- 
an individual must not retreat from it." 


Time has shown that the young officer was correct. He not only coped with 
the duties placed on him but he also acquired experience in working with 
youth, and the ability to see and know their needs, desires, and concerns 
and to affect the formation of the Komsomol members characters, Lyashenko 
is now in a new position, He was promoted in rank and elected to the staff 
of the ship's party bureau, However, the officer is as before among the 
youth and as before gives abt of effort, energy, genuine concern, and 
enthusiasm to the work with them,

[Text | Classes on this subject have been called upon to help students under 
stand more thoroughly the basic reasons and lawful nature of the downfall of 
imperialism's colonial system, comprehend the features of the national 1lib- 
eration movement during its present stage and the neo-colonial policy of imp- 
erialism with regard to liberated states,and evaluate the scope of the help 
of the USSR and the fraternal countries of socialism to the developing states. 


Six hours have been allotted for the study of this topic. It is advisable 
to divide this time as \ollows: allot two hours to a lecture and two for 
independent study, and ;rovide two hours for a seminar, 


It is desirable to cast light on the following questions during the lecture: 
1. The influence of Great October on the development of the national libera- 
tion movement. The dow fall of imperialiem's colonial system. 2. The 
present stage in the development of the national liberation movement. 3. The 
help of the USSR and other fraternal socialist countries to liberated states. 


During a short introduction, it is important to point out that the present 
national liberation movement has entered a qualitatively new stage in its 
development. Its main feature consists of the fact that the national 
liberation process of colonial and dependent countries has basically been 
completed, Today, the task of the complete social liberation of the people 
of these country's is coming to the fore even more urgently. Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev has pointed outs “On thewhole, it is possible to consider imper- 
lalism's colonial system to have been eliminated in its classic forms. This

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Under Great October's revolutioniging influence, many former colonies and 
dependent countries stopped being a reserve for imperialiem and were trans- 
formed into an ally of world socialism, into a mighty anti-imperlelist force, 
Thus, the foresight of V. I, Lenin, who pointed out that the people of the 
colonial and dependent countries -- having begun a struggle for national 
freedom -- will come to a etruggle against the very foundations of the 
exploiter system, and thereby inflict a strong blow against imperialiem 

and capitalism, was proven true, 


l. The influence of Great October on the development of the nationa. liber- 
ation movement, The downfall of imperialism's colonial systen, 


When beginning the exposition of material on the first question, it is 
desirable to give a definition of imperialism's colonial system, It is 
the national enslavement of people, who form the giant majority of the 
earth's population, by a small handful of imperialist states. In doing 
this, it is important to point out that ite origin was the result of 
capitalism's development, The social system, based on the exploitation of 
man by man, led to the exploitation of entire nationalities, The class 
division into oppressors and oppressed, which is inherent in the bourgeois 
system inside a country taken separately, was spread almost throughout the 
world during the 19th century. Whole continents were transformed into 
colonial appendages of imperialism, and many nationalities into its actual 
slaves, With the help of arms and blackmail, treachery and bribery, the 
English, French, Belgium, Portuguese, Italian, and other colonialists even 
a half century ago kept 69 percent of the earth's population in colonial 
aonendence, At the time, colonies and semi-colonial territories occupied 
77 percent of the earth's territory. 


The histor, of colonial seizures is tne history of punitive wars, of the 
annihilaticn of whole tribes and nationalities, and of the enslavement 

and inhuman exploitation of the population in hundreds of countries. From 
Black Africa alone the colonialists took and sold more than 100 million 
negroes into slavery. Not economic progress and culture, as Western 
propaganda tries to maintain, but tremendous poverty, lawlessness, obscur- 
antism, ignorance, the death of millions of people from punitive actions, 
hunger and sickness -- this is what the bourgeois "“civiligers” brought 


The people in the colonies resisted the alien invaders, However, the 
forces were too unequal. Imperialism dealt with the recalcitrant people 
with fire and the sword, 


The Great October Socialist Revolution which marked the beginning of the 
general crisis of capitalism, including the crisis in its colonial system 
contributed in a decisive way to the successful development of the national 
liberation movement. Great October illuminated te path for oppressed 
peoples and attracted them to the process of renewing the world in a 
revolutionary manner, Our country, where the victory of socialism deliver- 
ed more than 100 nations and nationalities from colonial and social oppress- 
ion, became an inspiring example and reliable bulwark for all people 
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etrugeling tor thelr liberation, Under the immediate influence of Great 
October during the Twenties, a people's revolution was victorious in 
Mongolia; Afghanistan acquired national independence; Turkey strengthened 
ite national sovereignty; the positions of imperialism were weakened 

in China, India, Baypt, Iran, and Syria; and the earth began to shake under 
the colonialists' feet in Southeast Asia, Latin America and Africa, With 
the appearance of communist party's in a number of Latin American and Afro- 
Asian countries, conditions arose there for an alliance of the working class 
and the peasants and for the wiiting of all patriotic forces into a single 
anti-imperialist front, 


Especially favorable conditions for the national liberation struggle took 
shape as a result of the defeat -- with the USSR playing the decisive role 
-- of German fascism and Japanese militariem and of the fundamental change 
in the ratio of forces in the world arena in favor of socialism after the 
Second World War, The formation and development of a world socialist 
system and the rise of an international communist and workers movement 
opened up new prospects and opportunities for oppressed people and inflicted 
againet imperialism powerful blows which foreordained the downfall of the 
very foundations of the colonia) system. During the first postwar years 
the people of Vietnam, India, Indonesia, China, North Korea, Pakistan, 
Ceylon, Syria, and a number of other countries in Asia acquired national 
independence, During the Fifties, revolutions occurred in Egypt and Iraq, 
the Algerian revolution was concluded successfully, and the people of Cuba 
threw off the yoke of American imperialism, 


The present stage in the people's movement for freedom and independence 
developed from the beginning of the Sixties, During these years, the world 
socialist system has begun to be transformed into a decisive factor in the 
development of mankind, and imperialism has entered a new phase of its 
crisis, As a result of the failure of American aggression and the counter- 
revolutionary plans of local reactionafies in Indochina, the puppet regime 
in South Vietnam collapsed and a unified Socialist Republic of Vietnam 
arose. The People's Democratic Republic of Laos, which began to construct 
socialism, was formed. The independence of Kampuchea was declared after 
the Kampuchean people overthrew the pro-Bei jing reactionary clique of Pol 
Pot and Lyeng Sari in January 1979 and established a truly people's author- 
ity. 


The last colonial empire -- the Portuguese -- came apart under the blows 
of the African people. New progressive independent states were formed on 
its wreckage -- the People's Republic of Angola, the People's Republic of 
Mozambique, the Republic of Guinea-Bissau, the Republic of San Toma and 
Principe, and the Republic of Cape Verde. The independence of the Republic 
of Djibouti was declared (it is desirable that the propegandist when ment- 
ioning the young nation - states point them out on a map.) 


The class director can point out as a conclusion on the first question 
that about 100 young sovereign states in all with a population of more 
than two billion people have been formed during a brief historical time on 
the ruins of the colonial empires, 





Communists and all progressive mankind give an exceptionally high rating to 
the historic importance of the elimination of imperialisam's colonial system 
and are providing material and moral help and support to the people of the 
liberated countries in the construction of a new life, 


Bourgeois ideologists maintain that allegedly the capitalists are willingly 
granting freedom to the colonies and semi-colonial territories. In actuality, 
independence has been ripped from the hands of the colonialists everywhere 

by force, It was the result of the long and stubborn struggle of oppressed 
people, supported in every way possible by the USSR and the other fraternal 
socialist countries, 


A feudal monarchy had existed for an extremely long time in Ethiopia. The 
situation in the country had become intolerable by the mid-Seventies, A 
situation took shape where an uprising of the Ethiopian people, who were 
driven by despair, was unavoidable, 


The downfall of the feudal monarchy in Afghanistan was a natural result 

of the development of the internal contradictions in the society. The April 
revolution of 1978 in this country gave the Afghan people a new power which 
began to reflect the interests of the working masses, The Afghan people 
overthrew the bloody dictatorship of Amin and are staunchly defending their 
revolutionary accomplishments. 


The Nicaraguan people waged a selfless struggle against the fascist dictat- 
orship of Somoza for many years, However, for a long time they lacked the 
strength and there was insufficient unity in the ranks of tne patriotic 
vanguard, When the necessary conditions for the success of the uprising 
ped ripened, nothing was able to keep the dictator's bloody clique in power, 
hen the anti-shah actions began last year in Iran, some in the West, 
especially the United States considered this an insignificant event. Some 
responsible people in Washington seriously supposed that, having sent -- let 
us Say -- an aircraft carrier to the shores of Iran, they would be able to 
‘ntimidate the Iranian people and avert a revolution. However, it was 
impossible to stop the people's anger, The cruel regime of the shah fell, 


Thus, imperialism's colonial system collapsed when the appropriate historic- 
al, economic, political,and moral prerequisites took shape and when the new 
ratio of forces in the international arena contributed to it. However, 
individual centers of colonialism and racism have still not been eliminated 
once and for all. According to official data, there are at the present time 
in various regions of the world more than 50 territories, mainly islands, 
which are colonially dependent on the United States, England, France, Spain, 
Portugal, the Netherlands, and the Republic of South Africa. The overall 
area of these territories is insignificant -- about 2.5 percent of the 
territory of our planet, and the population is less than one percent of 

the total population of the earth. However, behind these figures are the 
fate of millions of people deprived of civil rights and ruthlessly exploited 
by imperialism. The people of these territories are struggling for their 
national liberation and state independence and against the use of their lands 
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for the interests of the imperialist brigandi,e and oppression. This 
atrugele is an integral feature of the presen: epoch, Its final success is 
unavoidable, The sympathies of the Soviet Union and the fraternal socialist 
countries are on the side of the oppressed peoples, The states of the 
socialist commonwealth are firmly and consistently coming out in favor of 
the complete elimination of all centers of colonialism and racism and all 
the remnants of the system for oppressing people. 


From the nature of the national liberation revolution the conclusion 
follows: The movement of people for their freedom and independence is a 
progressive and revolutionary force, It is an integral part of the present 
world revolutionary procese which together with world socialism and the 
workers movement in capitalist countries is forming a single anti-imperial- 
ist front. By inflicting one blow after another on colonialism, the nation- 
al liberation movement is undermining the economic, moral a ~,clitical 
positions of imperialism, From a military strategic respect, it is depriv- 
ing it of many bridgeheads, sources of raw materials and manpower reserves 
Which up to now have been actively used tor aggressive purposes. Adhering 
in the majority to its anti-imperialist course, it is essentially changing 
the ratio of forces in the international arena in favor of peace, national 
independence, democracy, and socialism, The national liberation struggle is 
objectively contributing to the development of the revolutionary process. 


2. The present stage in the development of the national liberation movement. 


When starting to cover the material in the second question it is necessary 
to point out that national liberation revolutions are by their nature anti- 
imperialist, anti-feudal and generally democratic. Their primary task is 
to wrench state power from the hands of foreign monopolists or their hench- 
men, transfer it to the hands of the patriotic forces of the formerly 
oppressed people, and achieve national independence, The second important 
task of national liberation revolutions is to eliminate the remnants of 
feudalism which everywhere is the social support of monopolistic capitalism 
inside colonial and dependent countries, Finally, one other task of these 
revolutions consists of eradicating colonial procedures in the internal 
political life of their states,giving political rights and freedoms to the 
people, and carrying out social and political reforms in the interests of 
the people, 


All strata of society - the working class, the peasants, the democratic 
intelligentsia, patriotic army circles, urban lower classes, local bourg- 
eoisie--are taking part in the performance of these tasks. 


The working class is the most consistent moving force of national democratic 
revolutions, True, their influence and role in the liberation struggle of 
different countries is not the same. In a number of developing countries 
where the proletariat grew and took shape as a class, achieved ideological 
and political maturity, rallied around their vanguard -- Marxist-Leninist 
parties, it played a leading role in the national liberation revolutions, 





However, in a considerable part of the former colonies, the proletariat is 
not very numerous and is only beginning to form as a class, It still has 
not become firmly established ideologically and organizationally and still 
cannot exert a decisive effect on the progress of the national liberation 
movement, However, even here the historical prospects are in favor of the 
working class. As industry expands in the young states, its number steadily 
grows and participation in the national liberation battles gives them exper- 
lence in the political struggle. During this struggle, the proletariat is 
united; creates its political parties and trade union, youth, women's and 
other organizations; and strengthens the alliance with all the workers and 
democratic forces in the society, 


The peasants, who form up to 90 percent of the population in the majority 
of the developing countries,are the natural ally of the working class in 
the national liberation struggle. The peasants are suffering from land- 
starvation and bondage to landowners, and therefore are deeply interested 
in eliminating the power both of the local landowners and of the foreign 
planter capitalists, 


The patriotic strata of the petty bourgeoisie, progressive intelligentsia, 
officers, and students are playing an active role in the national libera- 
tion movement. The influence of these layers is especially noticeable 
where the proletariat is still weakly developed, 


The national bourgeosie of the developing countries are objectively inter- 
ested in the victory of the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal revolution. 
However, their policy is double-faced and inconsistent. Under certain 
conditions in accordance with the build-up of the class struggle inside 
the liberated countries, they often make an arrangement with international 
imperialism, fearing to lose their class privileges; renounce progressive 
development, and enter onto a counterrevolutionary path. 


A large number of different political parties exist in many developing 
countries. However, only a few of them -- primarily communist and national 
democratic parties -- were able to withstand the white-hot heat of class 
battles and turn out to be capable of heading national liberation revolu- 
tions, During these revolutions, the communist parties reflected the inter- 
ests of the working class and the broadest working masses, They are 
moving in the front ranks of fighters for the revolutionary liberation of 


people, 


Further, it is desirable to point out that the greatest result of the 
national liberation movement has been -- the liberation of the countries 

of Asia, Africa and Latin America from the political domination of imperial- 
ism and the formation of sovereign national states on the ruins of the 
former colonial empires, However, the national liberation revolutions were 
not ended with the achievement of political independence, As is pointed 
out in the CPSU program, the young sovereign states have not joined either 
the system of imperialist states or the system of socialist states, The 
majority of the developing countries have still not broken loose from the 
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world capitalist economy although they occupy a special place there, This 
is the part of the world still exploited by the capitalist monopolists, 

For example, about 45 percent of the gross national product of the independ- 
ent countries in Africa belongs to the foreign capitalist sector, 


An important task faces the peoples of the liberated countries -- to 
achieve a truly national renewal and economic independence, to overcome 
centuries old economic and cultural backwardness and poverty, Historical 
experience convinces one that this task cannot be solved by capitalist 
development, The peoples of developing countries, having experienced the 
horrors of colonial oppression which imperialism brought to their lands, 
understand even more that this path would mean a repetition of the history 
of today's bourgeois countries and complete torment and suffering for the 
working people, As the experience of many liberated states which are hold- 
ing on to a capitalist orientation shows, this path cannot provide for a 
rise in the economy for the purpose of improving the population's livirg 
standard, 


The broad masses of the people in yesterday's enslaved countries are turn- 
ing down the capitalist way of development. They are in favor of socialist 
prospects, For many countries which have cast off the yoke of colonialism 
it is not a problem today of whether to move or not to move toward social- 
ism, They have already made their selections and are maintaining a social- 
ist orientation, However, there exists another extremely important and 
complicated problem -- how to move toward socialism, Because of their 
backwardness, the liberated countries do not have the necessary prerequisit- 
es for the construction of socialism, They do not possess the appropriate 
level of industrial development. An organized working class is far from 
existing everywhere. The population's cultural level is low, A Marxist- 
Leninist party is absent in the majority of the countries. 


The liberated countries can enter onto a non-capitalist path of development. 
This is the path of strengthening the revolution during whose course the 
political, social, economic, and spiritual prerequisites for the construc- 
tion of socialism are created. As is pointed out in the fundamental docu- 
ment of the 1969 Conference of Communist and Workers Parties, it is “a path 
Which provides a: opportunity to eliminate the backwardness, inherited 

from the colonial past,and create conditions for the shift to socialist 
development." 


The non-capitalist path is not some third path of development along with 

the capitalist and socialist path. Tt is also the path to socialism, but 

it cannot be identified with socialist development -- this is far ahead. 

The essence of the non-capitalist path consists of the shift of the develop- 
ing countries from pre-capitalistic and immature capitalist relations to 

the beginning of socialist reforms and the development of the national 
democratic revolution into a socialist one. 


The nossibility of former oppressed countries escaping capitalism was first 
substantiated by K, Marx and F, Engels. V. I, Lenin developed the idea of 











non-capitalist development further, The Marxist-Leninist classics consider 
that the presence in the world of an already victorious working clas and 

the opportunity for these countries to receive help from a socialist state 

{8 an indispensable condition for the movement of countries towards social- 
lem, avoiding capitalism. V. I. Lenin emphasized that backward countries 

can shift to a socialist system with the help of the proletariat of progress- 
ive countries, avoiding the capitalist stage of development (cf, "Poln, 

sotr, soch," ( Complete Collection of Works |, Vol 41, p 246), 


At one time, the Mongolian People's Republic, the Soviet republics of 
Central Asia and Kazakhstan and the European and Asian north of the RSFSR 
travelled the non-capitalist path. Today, Algeria, Angola, Afghani-tan, 
Benin, Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, the People's Democratic Republic of .. ien, 
Iraq, the Congo , the Democratic Republic of Madagascar, Mozambic « Syria, 
Tangania, Ethiopia, and others are related to the countries with . ocialist 
orientation which are moving along the path of non-capitalist de © opment 
and who have adopted a course for the construction of a socialist society 

in the future, 


About 150 million people lived during the mid-Seventies in the countries 
Which had declared a socialist orientation and this territory was more 

than 12 million square kilometers, These countries are the vanguard of the 
present national liberation movement. Profound changes in political and 
social life are taking place here, The struggle for national liberation has 
begun to develop into a struggle against exploiter relationships -- both 
feudal and capitalist. Thus, the Leninist forecast: "the movement of the 
majority of the world's population, for the first time directed toward 
national liberation, will be applied against capitalism and imperialism in 
the coming decisive battles of the world revolution...," has been completely 
proven ("Poln, sobr, soch.," Vol 44, p 38). 


The birth of socialist North Korea, socialist Vietnam, and socialist Cuba 
and the appearance of many Asian and African countries on the path of 
socialist orientation during the Sixties and Seventies--all these are 
historical landmarks in the people's struggle for national and social libera- 
tion. In the countries which have selected socialism as the goal of their 
development, progressive patriotic forces are in power which are acting in 
the interests of the broad popular masses. New revolutionary democratic 
states have been created and vanguard type parties have been formed there, 
These are for example, the MPLA--the labor party in Angola, the People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanistan, the Democratic Party of Guinea, the 

Yemen Socialist Party, the Congolese Labor Party, and the Front for the 
Liberation of Mozambique party. These parties all rely on Marxism-Leninism 
in their work. The participation of the popular masses in the country's 
life is growing; trade unions, youth, and women's unions and other worker 
organizations are being created, The struggle against internal reaction is 
being strengthened. An active anti-imperialist foreign policy is being 
conducted, The cooperation of the developing countries with the fraternal 
socialist states is being put right and strengthened,

In the economic sphere, the countries which are moving along a non-capital- 
ist path of development are characterized by the nationalization of a con- 
siderable portion of industry and the creation on the basis of this of a 
state sector Wich is the leading one in the entire national economy. The-e- 
by the opportunities for foreign as well as local private capital are being 
limited, The banking system, foreig trade and a significant part of 
domestic wholesale trade has been placed under the control of the state. 
The developing states are taking under their control the extraction of 
natural resources, in particular oil and gas, which have great importance 
for the development of their economies, Land reforms are being carried 

out for the benefit of the peasants and a cooperative movement is being 
developed, 


In the social sphere, the alliance of workers and peasants is being streng- 
thened and the social privileges remaining from the past as well as women's 
inequality are being eliminated, Citizen job placement measures are belug 
taken and minimum wages are being established, New progressive legislation 
is being introduced and a democratic national policy is being carried out, 
The offensive against sickness, hunger and poverty is being expanded, A 
struggle is being organized against illiteracy, 


It is important to point out that now the opportunities for selecting a 
socialist orientation for young states have been considerably expanded, 

The deepening of the general crisis of capitalism; the further strengthening 
and expansion of the positions of socialism; the transformation of the 

world socialist system into a decisive factor in the development of humanity; 
the changes in the ratio of class forces inside the liberated countries in 
favor of peace, democracy and progress; the enrichment of experience and 
practices in the non-capitalist path of development--all this is changing 
for the best situation in the world, strengthening the magnetic force of 
socialist orientation, making its selection easier, and leading to a steady 
expansion in the number of countries following a course to socialisn, 


At the same time it is necessary to point out that the countries, which are 
maintaining a socialist orientation, are encountering numerous difficulties 
both domestic and foreign. The class struggle is intensifying around the 
selection of ways to develop further, The resistance of reactionary forces, 
Which the feudal aristocracy and bourgeoisie--relying on the support of the 
imperialists--form,is increasing. The threat to national democratic achieve- 
ments, including a country's independence, remains, Experience shows that 
a socialist orientation still does not foreordain the victory of socialism-- 
it is necessary to fight for it. It is not ruled out that by force of 

these or other reasons non-capitalist development can be interrupted as 
happened for example in Ghana, Mali and Egypt. A departure from the former 
course,as happened in Somalia, is also possible, 


States with a socialist orientation constantly experience pressure from the 
imperialist powers which are trying in every way possible to weaken the 
authority of socialism and force these states to step from the path selected 





by them, The efforte of the imperialists are directed toward keeping the 
former colonies and semi-colonial territories within the capitalist eounomic 
syatem, etrengthening their unequal status, and preserving the exploitation 
of the people. The entire series of measures which the imperialists are 
using to achieve this goal has received the name "neocolonialian," 


Seoontially, neocolonialianm does not differ from the old colonialien, It 
le the same colonialiam, but only without the colonial empires, which has 
been forced to adapt to present conditions and to consider the sovereign 
statue of the liberated countries, It ie the same imperialist policy of 
exploiting people, but conducted with the help of renovated methods, It is 
retreating dying colonialiam which te being put into practice in a more 
disguised, flexible and sly way. 


The imperialists are continuing to use aleo the old classical methods of 
colonialiams enkinéiing animosity and discord between people, high-handed 
interference in theirs internal affairs, revolutions, subversive sabotage 
activity and espionage, and colonial wars, During recent years, the 
imperialist powers have been using “collective” colonial measures ever more 
frequently in their struggle against the national liberation movement, The 
inability to cope singly with the national liberation forces and a common 
fear for the future of capitaliem have compelled the imperialists to joint 
actions, 


The most dangerous enemy of the people of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
and the bulwark of modern colonialism is U., S. imperialism, American 
ideologists repeat over and over again that the United States allegedly 
never was and is not a colonial power, In point of fact, it is the only 
capitalist country which expanded its domain a lot under the conditions of 
the colonial system's collapse, It actually occupied Taiwan and a number 
of Japanese islands; settled down in South Korea, Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Telands, Bastern Samoa, and the Middle Mist, and for a long time has 
regarded South America as its private domain. Dozens of formally sovereign 
states are in bondage to the United States. The Panama Canal Zone and the 
UN trust territories -- the Caroline, Marianna and Marshall islands in the 
Pacific Ocean -- are actually under American control, 


Anerican imperialists long ago took upon themselves the mission of world 
exploiter and policeman, U, S, President J, Carter's message to Congress, 
"On the State of the Nation", where the claim of the United States to the 
“leading role in the world" was openly announced, was imbued with the spirit 
of the “cold war," Under leading role is understood Washington's intention 
to dictate ite orders ‘n any region and to any state, and in those cases 
where the U. S, administration considers it advisable, to employ any 
method, including arms, to oppose the national liberation, revolutionary, 
and all progressive movements. The Washington strategists are basically 
counting on military force as the main method for achieving world hegemony. 
Washington's policy of changing the approximate equality of forces between 
the USSR and the United States which has taken shape and of achieving 
military superiority is clearly seen. 








The bulid-up of the military might of America and ite allies has been 
declared the primary goal of the United States during the Bighties, Wide- 
epread militaristic preparations for all categories of weapons and arned 
forces have been planned, The production and deployment of new offensive 
Weapon syatema 16 being provided for, 


The message -- already in the form of apecifically formulated government 
plans -~ emphasizes the intention to create an interventionist "rapid 
reaction force", a special fleet of floating naval bases, transport aviat- 
lon designed for moves to the most remote parte of the world, ete, 


Absurd inventions about the USSR, in particular about Soviet policy toward 
Iran and Afghanistan, ccoupled an important place in the president's 
message, With the help of these fabrications, Washington is trying to 
"SJuetify"” ite bellicose progra, and conceal the fact that U.S. ruling 
circles began at least three years ago to carry out their unprecedented 
plane for militarization, Bven if there had been no Afghanistan, they 
moet likely would have found another falee cause to justify this, 


The United States is trying to justify ite policy toward Iran, as a 
result of which the shah's despotiem, as is known, was continued in that 
country for a quarter of a century and cost the Iranian people tens of 
thousands of lives. An attempt is being made to convince world public 
opinion that the United States is now thinking of nothing else except the 
security of Iran and the prosperity of ite people, that not imperialist 
mercenary plans for strengthening the United States in the Near and Middle 
Rast, but the desire to avert a “possible Soviet threat", are being 
proposed by Washington. 


The flimsiness of the attempts to cast a shadow on the clear policy of the 
Soviet Union regarding [ran is evident. The USSR has been and is in favor 
of good-neighbor relations with lies. It is not the Soviet Union but the 
United States which has talked and is talking all the time with Iran in 
the language of dictation, It is not the USSR but the United States which 
is interferring in the most high-handed way in the internal affairs of this 
country. Washington is threatening the Iranian people with misfortune and 
harm if Iran does not accept American ultimatums. 


The U. 5. government is beating all records in slandering Afghanistan and 
Soviet policy in connection with the Afghan events. It is hypocritically 
discovering a “danger to peace” in the removal of the imperialist minion 
Amin, who Was an agent of the American special services, by the healthy 
revolutionary forces of Afghanistan, 


The Afghan people themselves are determining what suits them better -- to 
live under conditions of the feudal order which those, who were thrown out 
by the revolution, would like to prolong with the help of Washington, 
Beijing the Pakistan authorities, or to end the oppression and be masters 
of thelr ow destiny. The people of Afghanistan have made their choice-- 
they overthrew the feudal regime and the attempts of reactionary circles 
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to restore the past have met and will meet the resolute resistance of the 
overwhelming majority of Afghans, 


The help, provided by the Soviet Union in response to the request of the 
lawful leadership of Afghanistan, does not pursue any other goal except the 
protection of this country from a foreign threat, It was caused by imper- 
‘aliat interference in the internal affaires of Afghanistan, One also 
cannot fail to forget that not an imaginary but a real threat to the seour- 
ity interesate of the Soviet state was created on its southern border, 


The intention of the United States to intimidate the developing countries, 
to try to complicate their relations with the USSR and other socialist 
states, to eplit the supporters of peace, relaxation, and progress and to 
dictate conditions to them, is clearly shown in the entire hysterical 
militaristic campaign now being whipped up by Washington and in the military 
and political steps being carried out and planned by the White House, 


The U. S, Administration's openly militaristic and hegemonistic platform 
has evoked widespread discussion among sensible thinking people throughout 
the world, including those in the United States iteelf, Only the most 
bellicose circles inNATO and Chinese leaders blinded by shameless national- 
iam have supported the decrepit ideas of the American president, The 
present rulers of Beijing have seen in the adventurist plans of Carter and 
his allies a chance for themselves to play their disgraceful role in en- 
kindling anti-Sovietism and heating up tensions. 


However, the attempts of U, S. imperialism to slow down the course of 
history, to prevent the ripening of change in this or that country or 
entire region, to preserve anti-people regimes, and to impose its will on 
peace-loving peoples, are doomed to failure, As comrade L, I, Brezhnev 
pointed out in his replies to questions from a correspondent of the news- 
paper PRAVDA,, "The planned aggravation of the international situation 
which hae been caused by American imperialism reflects its displeasure with 
the etrengthening of socialism's positions, the rise of the national 
liberation movement, and the strengthening of forces who are in favor of 
relaxation and peace, We know that the will of the people will punch a 
road through every obstacle in a positive direction in world affairs -- a 
direction which is fully expressed by the word ‘relaxation’, This policy 
has deep roots. Powerful forces support it, and this policy has every 
chance of remaining the leading tendency in relations between states," 


Thus, the neocolonialism of the imperialists and the hegemonism of the 
Maoists represent a serious danger for the people of the liberated countries 
and for the cause of peace throughout the world. It is important for young 
states to display high vigilance and a constant readiness to uphold their 
sovereignty and their right to be sovereign masters of their national riches. 
In this is the indispensable condition for bringing the affair of the 
national and social liberation of peoples to an end and for developing

The process of establishing and developing friendship and cooperation 
between the socialist and liberated countries have a lawful nature, and it 
has a firm foundation. Comrade L, 1. Brezhnev said during the 25th CPSU 
Congress: "A deep devotion to peace and freedom, an aversion for any forms 
of ag@ression and domination and for the exploitation of one country by 
another unites us with the overwhelming majority of states which arose as 

a result of the pulling down of the colonial system, This community of 
fundamental aspiration is the rich and fruitful soil on which our friendship

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NATO: OOMMENTS ON LTS AGGRESSIVE ROLE

| Text | The struggle concerning the problems of military relaxation in 
Europe, halting the arms race and ensuring the peace and security of people 
is acquiring an even more intense nature, By firmly following a Leninist 
peaceloving course in the international arena, the Soviet Union is persist- 
ently seeing to the implementation of the foreign policy program put forward 
by the 25th CPSU Congress, The USSR's new peace initiatives, taken at the 
end of last year after consultations with the other participants in the 
Warsaw Treaty, have been called upon to contribute to the lowering of 
military opposition and the halting of the arms race in Burope, and provide 
a stimulus to the achievement of important understandings on the military 
aspects of European security, These initiatives are another convincing 
testimonial of the genuine concern of the countries in the socialist common- 
wealth for the peace and security of people. 


The ruling circles of the NATO countries, especially the United States, take 
a completely opposite position, Comrade L, I, Brezhnev said in his answers 
to questions from a PRAVDA correspondent on 13 January 1980: “For some 
time now it has been clearly evident that the leading circles of the United 
States and several other NATO countries have taken a course hostile to the 
cause of relaxation, a course to whip up the arms race which leads to 
increasing the military danger." Once again they have wot unly not display- 
ed realism and mutual waderstanding with regard to Soviet proposals but 
they have also taken new and dangerous steps toward further unwinding the 
arms race spiral, In trying to achieve military superiority over the 
socialist states, the Carter administration has announced a long term 
militaristic program aimed at globally strengthening the military potential 
of the United States and at intensifying the military preparations of NATO, 


A component of this program was the NATO Council's decision--foisted by the 
United States--about the production of American medium range nuclear missiles 





and their deployment on the territory of a number of Buropean countries, 
The carrying out of this militaristic act, which is incompatible with the 
goade and concept of relaxation, will undoubtedly bring serious harm to the 
course of the people's peace and security, 


According to foreign press reports, ‘t \s intended to deploy all told 572 
missiles in Western Europe, including 108 Pershing-2 ballistic missiles 

and 464 Tomahawk cruise missiles, More than a third of them(108 Pershing-2 
missiles and 96 cruise missiles) are to be located on the territory of the 
FRG which ie the main springboard and arsenal of NATO. British authorities, 
Who have assumed the unenviable role of the Pentagon's agents in this matter 
have obligingly suggested that 160 American missiles be deployed in the 
eastern part of their country and the Italian government has agreed to 
accept 112 cruise missiles, The United States is trying to press 48 cruise 
missiles each on Belgium and Holland whose ruling circles have still not 
given a final answer and have supported the NATO council's decision with 
reserve, All missiles, according to the Washington's line, "will be in 

the possession, under the control and under the management of the United 
States and be used on the president's decision." 


The new militaristic action was undertaken by the leaders of the United 
States and NATO under the false pretext of the need to "rearm" and "“modern- 
ige” NATO's nuclear forces in connection with the "growing military danger" 
from the Soviet Union, although it is completely obvious that there is no, 
nor ever has been any, such threat of “Soviet aggression.” It is also 
clear that the imaginary “aggressivity” of the USSR in no way worries the 
imperialist reactionary forces, 


The ruling circles of the Western powers cannot cope with the Lrrepreasibly 
changing ratio of forces in the international arena in favor of socialisn, 
peace and progress and with the further development and strengthening of 
the world revolutionary process, The nuclear parity which has been estab- 
lished between the Soviet Union and the United States and the balance of 
strategic forces which was fixed in the SALT-2 Treaty in no way suit then, 
This limits the aggressive opportunities of imperialism -- opportunities 
to rob and oppress other people and administer justice and mete out punish- 
ment to them. In reflecting on this topic, the London conservative news- 
paper, DAILY TELEGRAPH, comes to a conclusion which distresses the 
militarists: “Rus: ia has now equalled America in all types of nuclear 
weapons, Therefore, it is capable of ‘determining’ any nuclear action 
against itself and against its forces in Burope." 


The magazine NATO'S FIFTEEN NATIONS writes with clear vexation that "the 
treaty on creating NATO was concluded at a time when the American colossus, 
possessing unprecedented political, economic and military power, dominated 
the world. This short time passed and ended with nuclear parity." 


The establishment of approximate military equality between the Soviet Union 
and the United States of America has been accepted and appraised by all 





peaceloving people as an historic public service of the Soviet socialist 
state and as an event of enormous importance -- a true turning point in 
history. A®@ a result, the imperialists have been forced to move to a 
recognition of the principles of peaceful coexistence, and political relaxa- 
tion has been achieved in Burope, The signing of a number of agreements on 
limiting strategic weapons, including the SALT-2 treaty, and the carrying 
out of a number of other measures aimed at strengthening peace and security 
in Europe and throughout the world have become possible, The very important 
question of supplementing political relaxation with relaxation in the 
military sphere has been placed on the agenda of international life. 


However, this development of events, which is reponsive to the aspirations 
of the overwhelming majority of mankind, by no means suits the bosses of the 
military-industrial complexes who are taking in billions in profits from 
the arms race, When the talk concerns profits, imperialism is ready for 
anything. Exerting even stronger influence on the administration and 
Congress of the Inited States, the Pentagon and the American military indus- 
trial monopolies are persistently achieving a rebirth of the policy of 
constantly building up the military might of the United States and of 
ag@ravating the rivalry and confrontation with the Soviet Union and the 
entire socialist commonwealth, which was proclaimed by Washington at the 
beginning of the Fifties, 


As the American magazine, PROGRESSIVE, wrote in September 1979, a top 
secret document, called "National Security Council 68 (ns0-68) appeared at 
that time in Washington. Its author was the not unknown P, Nitze, one of 
the most active "cold war" leaders who at the time occupied the post of 
director of the Policy Planning Group in the U.S, State Department. The 
task of achieving a rapid build-up in the political, economic and military 
power of the United States and NATO so as to "force the USSR to adapt, 
gradually retreat, and in the final analysis fundamentally change its 
policy and its political system,” was posed in the NSC-68 document. The 
NSC-68 document required neither more nor less than the Soviet Union's 
“surrender without a single shot." 


Life has proven the illusory nature and extravagance of such goals. How- 
ever, they determined the essence of the policy and activity of the more 
bellicosely attuned imperialist circles in the United States and other NATO 
countries for a long period. Dozens of militaristic programs which called 
for the imperialist states to carry out a policy of "from a position of 
strength", -- a policy of placing pressure on the Soviet Union and other 
countries in the socialist commonwealth -- were adopted in the United States 
of America and in the North Atlantic bloc, 


In carrying out these programs, the imperialists brought the scope of the 
arms race to unheard of dimensions, From 1949 to 1978, total military 
expenditures by the NATO countries reached the astronomical sum of about 
2.6 trillion dollars with 1.4 trillion dollars of this total coming during 
the last ten years. In 1979, the military appropriations of the North 
Atlantic bloc's member nations reached 218 billion dollars. In 1978, the 
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NATO partners adopted the obligation to increase their military expenditures 
by three percent a year in the future, However, the Pentagon--as the U.S. 
president announced at the end of 1979--will receive an annual supplement 

of more than five percent in ite military budget. For Fiscal Year 1980, 

the military expenditures of the United States have been set at 141.2 
billion dollars, In this connection, the WASHINGTON STAR newspaper wrote 
that they will rise to 160 billion dollars next year, 


Using these colossal resources, multimillion-man armies are being maintain- 
ed, piles of lethal weapons are being acquired, the development and produc- 
tion of new systems of mass destruction are taking place, and the material 
preparations for war are being formed, In Europe alone, the number of peo- 
ple in NATO's combined armed forees is more than three million at the pre- 
sent time, According to the London Institute for Strategic Studies, the 
regular armed forces of the states in the North Atlantic bloc on the whole 
number about five million people and have more than 17,000 tanks, 8,000 
combat aircraft, thousands of guns and machine guns, and almost 1,500 
combat vessels, These forces are deployed in immediate proximity to the 
borders of the countries in the socialist commonwealth and are continuously 
maintained at a high degree of combat readiness. To supplement the regular 
armies in NATO countries, there are about 16.5 million trained reservists, 
including up to five million first priority reservists, 


In 1954, a decision to conduct military planning based on a nuclear strategy 
Which came from the capability of using weapons of mass destruction in 
Burope in the event of an armed conflict broke out, was adopted by NATO's 
ringleaders, Guided by this decision, NATO's military clique has accumulat- 
ed in Europe enormous reserves of nuclear warheads and systems for deliver- 
ing them to targets. According to information from the London Institute 

for Strategic Studies, NATO's command element now has available in Europe 
more than 8,000 nuclear warheads, 440 launch mounts for operational-tactical 
and tactical missiles, and more than 2,000 aircraft delivery systems. 


In addition, the strategic aviation of the United States, which is based on 
Western European air bases and American aircraft carriers and submarines, 
which are cruising near the coasts of Burope, have been equipped with 
nuclear weapons. 


Great Britain also has available strategic nuclear forces which have been 
subordinated to NATO's aggressive designs. They include four nuclear sub- 
marines, each carrying 16 Polaris A3 missiles on board, and 48 Vulcan 
strategic bombers, 


The possibility of using the nuclear forces of France, which although it 
pulled out of the bloc's military organization has remained in its political 
system, is not excluded, France has nuclear submarines equipped with 
missiles having nuclear warheads, Mirage-4 strategic bombers (34-4) aircraft), 
60 Mirage-3E and Jaguar tactical aircraft which carry nuclear weapons, 18 
medium range ballistic missiles, and Pluton tactical missiles. 
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The West German Bundeswehr possesses nuclear weapcns delivery systems, 

These are Pershing -1A missiles (72 of them) Lance and Honest John missiles, 
and 155mm and 203-mm artillery guns designed to fire nuclear shells, 
Several other NATO armies also have these systems, 


The leaders of the aggressive North Atlantic vLloc have made more than one 
attempt to increase their nuclear potential on the Buropean continent, For 
example, one should remember how persistently they tried to create a so- 
called NATO multilateral nuclear force during the first half of the Sixties. 
In accordance with the Pentagon's designs, it was proposed that ships with 
mixed crews, and on which there would be nuclear weapons, be kept in West- 
ern European coastal waters, In doing this, the FRG would also be permitted 
to control them, However, these plans encountered the powerful opposition 
of broad international public opinion and were frustrated, The Soviet Union 
and the other countries in the socialist commonwealth came out against them 
with complete determination, 


Attempts were made quite recently to deploy American neutron weapons on the 
territory of the NATO European countries, especially West Germany. Although 
the importuning of Washington ran into the powerful resistance of peaceloving 
forces, the overseas strategists have evidently not renounced once and for 
all thelr plans to press the neutron bomb on their partners in the bloc and 
deploy it closer to the borders of the Warsaw Treaty countries. 


As has been repeatedly admitted in the NATO press, the nuclear forces "are 
aimed at targets in the USSR or are intended for conducting military opera- 
tions against the armed forces of the Warsaw Treaty countries." 


It is extremely characteristic that NATO did not until recently talk in its 
press about any nuclear lagging behind or the need to modernize the armed 
forces which is taking place almost continuously. 


The attempt made by the Pentagon to locate medium range nuclear weapons on 
the territory of a number of Buropean countries clearly testifies to the 
desire to shift the center of gravity of military operations against the 
Soviet Union and the other Warsaw Treaty countries to Europe, and thereby 
“cushion” the return blows againet the United States in case a large milit- 
ary conflict arises, 


The NEW YORK TIMES newspaper wrote: "This provides the United States for 
the first time an opportunity to inflict nuclear strikes against targets 
in the Soviet Union from the European continent." 


In counting on averting the danger of nuclear retribution from the United 
States, the Pentagon strategists are jeopardizing Western Burope, not 

leaving it -- as several reviewers point out -- “any chance to survive eith- 
er a regional or local conflict." Of course, the militaristic circles of 
the Western European NATO member countries cannot understand this. However, 
they entertain themselves with illusory hopes as if, having deployed American

medium range nuclear missiles on their territory and using the "forward 
lines" concept, they will receive "some kind of chance" to shift cumbat 
operations to the territory of the Warsaw Treaty countries, including the 


Western part of the USSR, in the event of war, 


Thus, a significantly more dangerous situation, fraught with new surprises 
and the threat of a nuclear explosion will be created with the deployment 
of American medium range missiles, One cannot also fall to consider the 
fact that this act of the NATO militarists is not at all a "single", 
"{solated" step as the propaganda of the North Atlantic bloc is endeagouring 
to convince public opinion, but a component link in the chain of imperial- 
iem's widespread military preparations aimed against the Soviet Union and 
the other countries of the Socialist commonwealth and against all of today's 
revolutionary forces, The so-called "Carter Doctrine" provides for the 
modernization of all components in the nuclear forces of the United States 
and the creation and improvement of offensive weapons, 


From Western press reports and the announcements of American political and 
military figures, it is known that special stress is being placed on the 
ereation of the MX mobile intercontinental ballistic missile. American 
experts themselves call this missile a first strike weapon. The overall 
cost of its production has been set a 40 billion dollars, It is planned 
to deploy the first missiles in 1986, 


The construction of Trident nuclear powered submarines is taking place at 
urgent rates. Space attack systems are being created in order to build up 
strategic potential. A program to modernize B-52 bombers and FB-111 fighter- 
bombers has been adopted "in order to better adapt them to wage a nuclear 
war," The Pentagon regards the supersonic B-1 strategic bomber as a future 
strategic aircraft. Work on creating it has not been stopped. 


The auestion of renovating strategic forces is also being discussed in 
England, It is planned to acquire American missiles which are destined for 
Trident-type submarines instead of Polaris A} missiles. The DAILY TELEGRAPH 
conservative newspaper reports that the purchase will cost the “nglish 
taxpayers no less than 4.2 billion pounds sterling. 


The ruling circles of NATO are devoting a lot of attention to building up 
the combat: power of conventional armed forces, especially their offensive 
branches, In the United States of America special attention is being 
devoted to increasing its military presence in Western Europe and improving 
the strategic mobility of the forces and their ability to carry out a 

mass move of personnel and weapons to great distances within a short time. 
Plans are being developed for deploying a large amount of heavy equipment 
to the NATO European countries and for increasing the number of airplanes 
by more than ten percent. An additional 1700 new fighters and fighter- 
bombers will have to be purchased for this. 


Appropriationg for naval forces are being increased considerably. JU. S. 
President J. Carter has announced "the determination to do this so that 
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the naval forces of the United States will remain more powerful than the 
naval forces of any other country." The American president significantly 
pointed outs "Seapower is necessary for our global strategy both during 
peacetime and wartime,” It is planned that the number of U.S, Navy vessels 
Will reach 550 wits by 1990; the number of alroraft carriers, dostroyers, 
and submarines will be increased primarily, 


The military appropriations for Fiscal Year 1980 graphically testify to the 
scope of the arms race in the FRG, Based on data published in the magazine 
VERTEKHNIK, they will exceed 60 billion marks, This is 5,3 percent more 
than in the previous fiscal year, As is obvious from the reports of the 
FRG minister of defense, about 50 billion marks are being allotted to 
modernize the armed forces of the Bundeswehr during the next ten years, The 
talk concerns equipping the West German army with new types of combat air- 
craft and helicopters, tanks and armored personnel carriers, submarines 

and frigates, guided missile boats, electronic equipment and ammunition. 
The West German magazine WOCHE PRFSSE writes that the Bundeswehr is receiv- 
ing Tornado aircraft, Leopard-2 tanks, Gepard self-propelled air defense 
mounts, and other arms, 


The Conservative government of Great Britain has adopted a broad progam. 
During the 1979/80 Fiscal Year, 3.5 billion pounds sterling have been 
specially allotted for new arms, The pool of Jaquar and Harrier airplanes 
is being increased and the development of new types of wapons is taking 
place, in particular the P-3-T antiship missile is being developed to equip 
Tornado, Buccaneer and Harrier aircraft with it. By the middle of 1979, 
the English ship-building monopolistic combines had received orders for the 
construction of 44 military vessels, including three cruisers with an open 
deck on which naval vertical take-off and landing Harrier aircraft can be 
based, new class frigates, etc, 


Enormous resources are being directed toward building up and modernizing 
the armaments of NATO's joint armed forces in Burope in accordance with a 
program adopted in 1978 and calculated out to 1993, Based on Western press 
information, this year the joint armed forces of NATO in Europe must 
receive as a minimum another 640 tanks and armored vehicles, 210 artillery 
pieces, 500 antitank system units, 14 combat vessels, and 320 combat and 
military transport aircraft and helicopters. Billions of appropriations 
are being allotted for the operational equipping of the territory of the 
European countries in the North Atlantic bloc; the construction of airfields, 
pipelines, depots, roads, communications sytems, etc. The magazine NATO 
REVIEW reports that 5.4 billion dollars will be expended from 1980 to 1985 
for these purposes, This exceeds similar expenditures last year by more 
than eight-fold, 


Simultaneously with the attempts to create a preponderance of forces in 

the European region, the imperialists are taking steps to change the ratio 
ef forces on an international scale in their favor. This is reflected in 
the strengthening of their opposition to the national liberation movements 
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of people in various parte of the world and in the enlarging of the scope 
of the offensive against the social and political rights of the worxers in 
the capitalist states themselves, 


Militariam in the world of capitaliem always has had, and does have, social 
roots and performs purely clase functions, In this sense, it -- using the 
words of V, I, Lenin--was and remains "the main weapon of the bourgeoisie's 
class domination" ("Poln, sobr, soch [Complete Collection of Works |, Vol 17, 
p 188), Under present conditions, if we take the militarization of public 
life in the West in the broad sense of the word, keeping in mind the un- 
checked arms Tacs, the whippingup of military hysteria and the arms trade, 
then -- besides tie purely military aspect of the task -- it represents a 
distinctive type o1 undeclared war which the imperialist states are waging 
againet world socialiem, the national liberation movement, the working 
class, and the working masses of the capitalist countries, 


The opposition to the national liberation movement is put into practice 
along very different lines and channels, For example, the United States 
is creating a notorious “rapid reaction corps" wnose large units and unite, 
according to the American press, can be used in any theater -- including 
the continent of Burope -- to support the combined armed forces of the 
ageressive North Atlantic bloc, However, ite main mission, as the U, S. 
president's National Security Advisor Z, Brezezinski admits, is “intervent- 
ion in the world's hot spots", that is, puniti. actions against countries 
Whici are refusing to follow the lead of American imperialiasm's policy and 
the suppression of the people's liberation struggle. 


By violating the elementary standards of international law and the Charter 
of the United Nations, Washington is again openly resorting to long out-of- 
date "gunboat diplomacy”. 


It is pointed out in the American press that it is planned to include the 
82d Airborne and the lOlst Air Assault divisions and several large wits 

of U.S. marines in the “rapid reaction corps.” The corps will cooperate 
with alr and naval forces, It is proposed that ite overall manpower level 
wil) reach 100,000 - 150,000 people. The corps commander, General V., Warner 
has been given the right “when necessary" to enlist other troops in military 
operations. V. Warner has boastfully announced: "Give me the mission, 

show me the objective on a map and I will without hesitation fly there with 
my lads,” 


According to tne Pentagon's designs, corps troops must coordinate with the 
overseas military bases and strong points of the United States and with 
American forces located in other countries. As the magazine UNITED STATES 
NEWS AND WORLD REPORT testifies, up to 500,000 American enlisted men and 
officers, more than 300 military bases and more than 2,000 other military 
installations are now outside the limits of the United States. The tentac- 
les of this enormous military wachine have been extended to many countries, 
posing a threat to the peace and security of the people. 








The policy of the militariate in the United States and NATO which ie direct- 
ed at changing the ratio of forces in favor of iwperialian ise aleo reflected 
in their atrivings to involve as many countries as possible in the process 
of physically preparing for war and to tie them to NATO's military chariot. 
The expansion of the scope of the international capitalist trade in arms and 
military equipment does not take a back seat in this, according to data 
from the American Arne Control and Disarmament Agency, the annual volume 

of thie trade hae reached 20 blilion dollars, in which the share of the 
United States of America in the export of military items ie 71 percent. The 
magazine UNITED STATES NEWS AND WORLD REPORT writes that deliveries of 
American arms abroad and orders for military construction abroad reached 
13.5 tllion dollars in 1976, In the opinion d specialists in the military 
departments, the volume of these sales ie rieing to a new level, having 
exceeded 14 billion dollars, During recent years, the United States has 
gold about 2,700 combat aircraft, 273,000 mie siles of different types, 
several thousand tanks and guns, and many other arms abroad, Of the overall 
quantity of Weapons and military equipment, annually produced by American 
military industrial firms, 20-25 percent goes to torela@n markets. 


The imperialists of the NATO countries use arme deliveries primarily for 
building up the military potential of their allies, for supporting reaction- 
ary regimes, and for creating strong pointe and military bases close to the 
territory of the countries of the socialist commonwealth, This contributes 
to the birth of contiict situations, centers of military tension in some 
region or other of the world, and a situation favorable to imperialism's 
age@ressive designs and adventures, 


The arms race whipoed up by NATO's ringleaders is accompanied by the en- 
kindling of truly unprecedented anti-Soviet hysteria. The Atlantic strateg- 
iets are trying with the hope of false propaganda to break the resistance 

of the masses to their dangerous aggressive plans. The spread of shameless 
anti-Sovidiam--the myth of the "Soviet military threat” has become a strateg- 
ie avenue in the imperialists’ ideological struggle against real socialism 
and against the Soviet Union, 


The motife of war and military adventures which are covered by every type 

of fantasy and gross falsehood about “aggression from the Bast" resound 

ever more intrusively in imperialist propaganda, With unusual easiness, 

the authors of numerous books and articles published in NATO countries 
“conduct miiitary operations” in thelr works against the Soviet armed forces, 
“use” nuclear missile weapons against densely populated cities, "obliterating" 
millions of people, and “destroying” historical riches, All this is being 
done with the clear aim of accustoming people to the thought of the possib- 
Llity and permiss ibility of nuclear war and to considering the Soviet Union 
and the other Warsaw Treaty countries their potential enemies, 


NATO's Tingleadere, biinded by hatred for socialism stubbornly do not wish 
to face the reaiities of the modern world and continue to think about the 
categories of dictation and war, American General Rogers, sup-eme command- 
er of the combined armed forces of NATO, conjectures in military ecetasys 











"We must provide a force which ie sufficient to deter, but if this cannot 
be managed, to enter a war and fight until victory." 


Having adopted a course for the further escalation of the race in nuclear 
missile and conventional weapons, the ringleaders of the North Atlantic 

bloc are seriously complicating the international situation by their actions, 
They are placing a mine under the foundations of peace in Burope and through- 
out the world and thereby are assuming 4 heavy responsibility before the 


people, 


The American-Chinese deal about providing for so-called "parallel strategic 
interests" is a serious threat to the cause of the peace and security of 
people, The American military clique is constructing plans for the broad- 
eet involvement of China in Washington's aggressive policy which ise aimed 
at the states neighboring on China, especially the Soviet Union. In ites 
turn, Beijing has for a long time been associating iteelf with the aggress- 
ive anti-Soviet plans of the United States and NATO, hoping to use the 
Anerican and NATO potential to realise ite own hegemonistic designe. The 
visit of the U.S. Secretary of Defense to China in January of this year and 
the reinforced inciting statements and actions of the Beijing leaders with 
respect to the USSR, Afghanistan, Iran and other countries testify to the 
fact that Beijing intends to follow the lead of American policy, whip up 
tensions and provoke military conflicts between people. 


The dangerous plans of the NATO strategists and their Beijing accomplices 
evoke lawful alarm and a growing wave of protests in Burope and other 
regions of our planet. They have also given birth to serious disagreements 
among the Atlantic partners. Despite the pressure, blackmail and “arm twist- 
ing", Washington has not been able to get the NATO countries to come forward 
in a “united front” with respect to the deployment of American medium range 
missiles in Western Burope. The bloc's leading figures themselves have 

also been compelled to recognize this. NATO General Secretary Luns has 
stated, for example, that it ise impossible to talk about any enthusiasm on 
the part of NATO countries; they did not eagerly come to their decision, 


There is also no unity on the question of nuclear strategy among the leading 
figures of the United States. The unavoidable conclusion that aggressive 
actions against the USSR and the other Warsaw Treaty countries will not 
@o unpunished under the conditions of nuclear parity is coming into the 
awareness of an ever greater number of sound-thinking Americans. The 
director of the American Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, J. M. 
Seignous, states: "The United States is capable of devastating the Soviet 
Union, but this scenario is no comfort for us, The inexorable reality 

of the nuclear era is such that this destruction will be our fate also.” 
The editor of the American magazine PROGRESSIVE, S. Lens, spoke on the 
question even more definitively. He writes: “Nuclear superiority is a 
mirage, and a political program constructed on ite basis is one other 
large step to the botton.” 








The militaristic clroles of the West and those with them who machinate 
against the Soviet Union should not forget that after the birth of the 
country of the soviete attempts to use "military pressure levers" against 
it were repeatedly undertaken, However, all these attempts ended in fail- 
ure, Today, the USSR le a mighty power allied by unbreakable ties with the 
fraternal countries of soolaliam, The commonwealth of socialist states 
based on ite industrial power exceeds both Western “urope and the United 
States. The hopes of imperialiat reaction to achieve thelr self-seeking 
goals regarding the world of socilaliam by threats of force and military 
blackmail are aleo illusory. Comrade L, I. Brezhnev in his anewers to 
questions from a PRAVDA correspondent stated; "No one oan expect that the 
Soviet Union will accept NATO's efforts which count on conducting negotia- 
tions from a position of strength, The present position of the NATO 
countries makes discussions on this problem impossible," 


The USSR, the fraternal socialist countries, and all peaceloving forces on 
the planet are struggling so that relaxation will be the leading trend in 
International relations and so that political relaxation will be supplement- 
ed by military relaxation. Meanwhile, the countries of the socialist 
commonwealth cannot permit any disturbance of the equality which exists in 
Europe in military relations between the NATO states and the Warsaw Treaty 
states. The political, economic and defensive power of the USSR and its 
socialist allies in coordination with the other major revolutionary forces 
of our time creates real opportunities to put aside the danger of a world 
war which comes from imperialism. The heroic armed forces of the Soviet 
Union are standing guard over the peace and security of peoples in close 
military collaboration with the armies of the other Warsaw Treaty countries, 
Soviet fighting men, aware of the complexities of the present situation in 
the world, are performing their responsible watch with redoubled vigilance 
and are steadily increasing their combat skill and readiness to repulse 

any ageressor,

[Text] The editors of the periodical DNES I UTRE 
invited in their "Interesting Encounters Club" the 
representative of the commander in chief of the joint 
armed forces of the Warsaw Pact members to the 
Bulgarian People's Army, Colonel General Khachik 
Ambaryen. 


[Question] You have fought in the fronts of the Great Patriotic War. 
How did your combat career begin and what is the most memorable time 
in your life? 


[Answer] I received my higher baptism in the very first battles. Those 
were difficult times. In the hot August days the infantry company I 
commanded had assumed defensive positions in the area of Rogachov, in 
Bellorussia, repelling the fierce attacks of the German-fascist conquer- 
ors. After receiving reinforcments, we counterattacked, The fascist 
who could not withstand our strike retreated and we liberated Rogachov. 
This was the first offensive combat in which 1 participated. 


I also remember the storming of Koenigsberg, the fortified city. At 
that time I was commanding an infantry regiment. The battle for the 
city lasted over four days. The fascist troops defended each house and 
district with the ferocity of the doomed. However, they were unable 
to oppose the courage and pressure of the Soviet forces. The regiment 
captured the fort and several city districts. It was awarded the Order 
of Suvorov for its successful combat operations, while I was awarded 
the highest award of the homeland--the Order of Lenin. 


The war left a number of unforgettable memories. There were days of 
heavy loses and of happiness for the liberation of native cities. The 
happiest day, however, was Victory Day, whose 35th anniversary we are

currently celebrating. | will never forget the victory parade, We 
marched across Red Square by Lenin's Mausoleum at whose base the flags 
of the defeated Hitlerite forces were thrown, with tremendous excitement 
and pride in the communist party and the Soviet people. To this day | 
remember the solemn reception in honor of those who participated in the 
victory parade, organized by the Soviet government. To this day | have 
preserved the invitation, 


[Question] Tell us about the contribution made by the Soviet army to 
the strengthening and development of the joint armed forces of the 
Warsaw Pact. 


\Answer|) The Soviet army is one of the equal participants in the joint 
armed forces and is the base of their combat power. The tremendous 
experience, powerful nuclear missile potential, and military skill of 
the personnel of the Soviet armed forces are a reliable guarantee for 
the security of the socialist countries and a powerful means for the 
prevention of a new world war.
